The minister also said in an

Danson said he and his offi¬ 
cials will soon sit down with 
their U.S. counterparts to re¬ 
view procedures as they 
evolved during the incident 
which began early Tuesday 
when the satellite entered the 
atmosphere. 

Danson said he has not yet 
had an opportunity to review 
in detail the chronology of 
events and the lines of com¬ 
munication that operated be¬ 
tween the two countries. 

Thu minister also said he 
knows of no answer from 
the Soviet Union to Canada's 
protest about the lack of in¬ 
formation on the satellite's 
difficulties, first evident in 
December. 

Canadian government 
leaders have said the first 
they knew definitely that Cos¬ 
mos might hit Canada was 
last week, although the possi¬ 
bility had been known to 
armed forces leaders last De¬ 
cember. 

But in Washington it was 
disclosed Tuesday that 
Americans and Soviets were 
talking about the possibilty 
from Jan. 12 and the Soviets 
had provided some informa¬ 
tion on the Cosmos. 

U.S. President Carter had 
expressed concern about dan¬ 
ger to populated areas. There 
wax no indication that there 
was any attempt to bring Ca¬ 
nadians into the picture, al¬ 
though this country was as 
threatened as the U.S.

1977 and 32 cents an hour in 
1978, in keeping with the six 
and four per cent Anti-Infla¬ 
tion Board guidelines for the 
twp years. 

"At the present time the

The lack of sanction of

NO BIG CRISIS, 
SAYS EXPERT 

OTTAWA (CP) — Senator Eugene Forsey said 
Wednesday there might be a good deal of legal 
argument over Quebec Lt.-Gov. Hugues Lapointes' 
failure to sign the English version of the French 
Language Charter known as Bill 101. 

"But I’d say it was a minor problem.” Forsey. 
considered one of Canada's foremost constitutional 
experts, said in an interview. "I don't see how it can be 
a major constitutional crisis. 

"The British North America Act doesn't actually 
say that the bills have to be assented to in any 
language,” Forsey said. "The acts must be published 
in both languages.” 

Forsey (L— Ontario) said Lapointe signed the 
French version because the law officers told him it 
was authentic, legal and binding. 

lie suggested they later came along with an unoffi 
vial English version and Lapointe refused to sign it 
because he had been told the earlier signing made the 
bill binding. 

Forsey said he doubted the federal government 
would take Quebec to court over the matter but a 
private citizen might challenge the validity of the bill 
in the Quebec Court of Appeals and the Supreme 
Court of Canada, if necessary.

B.C. and the Nishga 

4 Citizen-plus' status rejected 
without jeopardizing claims

OTTAWA (CP) - The fed 
eral government is paying 
the major private banks $15.- 
411 a day for the future right 
to borrow funds in case they 
are needed to support the 
value of the Canadian dollar 
on world currency ex¬ 
changes. 

If the government ever 
borrowed the maximum $1.5 
billion in U.S. funds available 
under the arrangement with 
the banks, the cost would 
jump to as much as $300,000 a 
day. Some details of the deal 
emerged Tuesday from inter¬ 
views with finance officials. 

So far, the government has 
not actually borrowed any¬ 
thing on the line of credit 
arranged three months ago 
with the chartered banks. 

But simply maintaining the 
right to borrow under the 
seven-year agreement is 
costing the federal treasury 
$5,625,000 a year. 


The deal came under fire in 
the Commons Tuesday from 
Sinclair Stevens, Progressive 
Conservative finance critic 
and a former banker, who 
charged that even a country 
such as Libya is able to ar 
range a comparable standby 
credit at virtually no cost. 

The cost of the standby 
credit is additional to interest 
payments of almost $15 mil¬ 
lion a day — an estimated 
$5.4 billion in the fiscal year 
to March 31 — for regular 
borrowings. 

Federal officials say the 
private line of credit was ar¬ 
ranged to demonstrate to 
world markets that private 
financiers have confidence in 
the Canadian economy. 

Invoking the right to draw 
on the IMF or other govern¬ 
ments is regarded as a sign of 
economic weakness, the offi¬ 
cials say. 


The provincial government

‘Mad’ heiress loses millions

LONDON (AP) — An Iranian heiress 
found out the hard way that she lacked the 
gambler’s touch. 

Fatemeh (Kitty) Milinalre told the Lon¬ 
don bankruptcy court Wednesday she lost 
more than $5.85 million in three years at 
London and European casinos. 

She said she would stake up to $21,400 at a 
time on blackjack, roulette, baccarat, "on 
anything.” 

“At one time?” asked the astonished as¬ 
sistant official receiver. Kenneth Whiting. 

“Always,” she replied. 

“You were spending money like a charac¬ 
ter out of the Arabian Nights,” Whiting 
said. 


Mrs. Milinaire. 39-year-old mother of two 
teenagers, said in admitting debts exceed¬ 
ing $1 million: “It was a disease. 1 was 
ill, in pain .. mad. I drank too much, gam¬ 
bled too mueh and lost everything.” 

She said she hardly ever won. and the 
most was $21,500. 

The sums mentioned brought gasps in 
court. 

Mrs. Milinaire said she once was given 
$2.15 million by a boyfriend in Tehran, lost 
all of it at gaming tables in London, then lost 
the boyfriend. 

She declared her assets as two rings worth 
$96,550, but said they were claimed by 
other persons. 


She said she stopped gambling five 
months ago at the behest of her second 
husband Didier Milinaire. 37. elder son 
of the Duchess of Bedford. 

They married one year ago, four years 
after her divorce from her first husband — 
an Iranian named Sadeghzadeh whom she 
married at 14 in an arranged ceremony. 

When she was 25 she inherited a family 
fortune of “at least" $6.53 million, the 
heiress said. 

“I'm not a businesswoman—I've never 
worked in my life,” she said. “But my 
husband is opening a restaurant and I hope 
to help there.”

Implicit in it is a philosophy 
which we believe to be foreign 
to the whole Nishga culture 
and certainly foreign to the 
princ iples upon which Cana¬ 
dian society as a whole is 
founded.’’ 

Williams stressed that re¬ 
jection of the “citizens-plus” 
concept should not be con¬ 
strued as a rejection of Nish¬ 
ga claims. 

The government of B:C 
acknowledges that the Indian 
people have legitimate aspi¬ 
rations for which allowance 
has not been adequately 
made,’' he said. “Govern¬ 
ment should participate in the 
achievement of those aims. 
Where the concerns of the 
Nishga lie within areas of pro¬ 
vincial responsibility, the 
province is prepared to par¬ 
ticipate in their resolution.” 

On the aboriginal land 
claim itself. Williams said the 
province still held the position 
that resolution was a federal 
matter beyond its jurisdic¬ 
tion. 

“British Columbia wishes 
to reiterate at this time that 
the provincial government 
does not recognize the exis¬ 
tence of an unextinguished 
aboriginal title to lands in the 
province, nor does it recog¬ 
nize claims relating to aborig¬ 
inal title which give rise to 


other interest in lands based 
on traditional use and occu¬ 
pancy of land. 

“The position of the pro 
vlnce is that if any aboriginal 
title or interest may have 
once existed, that title or in¬ 
terest was extinguished prior 
to the union of B.C. with Cana 
da in 1871.

Clark hunting 
cozy PQ deal, 
says Chretien 

OTTAWA (CP) — Finance Minister Jean Chretien ac¬ 
cused Progressive Conservative Leader Joe Clark Wednes¬ 
day of "trying to make a cozy deal with the separatists" by 
visiting Quebec Premier Rene Levesque later this week. 

Speaking in the Commons, Chretien was defending him 
self against criticism by Clark that he was absent from the 
House too often. 

Chretien said that in addition to his duties as finance 
minister he is busy fighting separatism in Quebec, unlike 
Clark who was allegedly attempting to work out a cozy 
deal with the Parti Quebecois. 

Clark is to spend an hour with Levesque Friday before 
travelling to Halifax for a Conservative convention. 

The exchange occurred near the beginning of a rowdy 
Commons session where MPs freely exchanged election 
campaign-style barbs. 

Clark accused Chretien of being a part-time minister 
and of neglecting his duties in the finance department. He 
said the minister is seeking the leadership of the Quebec- 
Liberal party and should be home here doing his work. 

In return, Chretien said that the Opposition delays 
hills too long in the Commons. An income tax bill brought 
before the Commons last year took five weeks to be 
passed 

Clark demanded that Chretien stop dragging his feet 
and bring in a budget in February, not in late March as 
the minister earlier announced. 

Clark said Chretien was spending too much time seek¬ 
ing the leadership of the Quebec Liberal party and not 
enough on his duties in Ottawa. 

The finance minister snapped that he would never 
he too busy to fight for Canadian unity.. 

"I won t make any cozy deal with Quebec." Chretien 
said.

Hutcheon’s report recom¬ 
mends that no employees on 
staff as of Nov. 15, 1977, and 
no employees hired after that 
date who have two years ser¬ 
vice should lose their jobs 
because of technological 
change. 


the province and the federal 
government — appeared 
widely apart, there were only 
two major stumbling blocks.

"We are not bargaining.” 
he said. "We are discussing 
what we should be talking 
about when the bargaining 
starts." 

The minister said there w as 
no doubt that "the Nishga. as 
citizens of Canada, are enti¬ 
tled to benefits which have 
been denied them." He said 
there was also no doubt that 
many of those denied benefits 
were a result of federal gov¬ 
ernment action or lack of ac¬ 
tion. 

• But successive govern¬ 
ments in British Columbia in 
the past has ignored its re¬ 
sponsibilities. It is our respon¬ 
sibility to make sure the fu¬ 
ture is more equitable. The 
time has come to end all of 
that (old thinking)." 

Of major concern to Wil¬ 
liams are the "poverty, the 
high child mortality, the high 
suicide rates, the sub-stan 
dard homes on our Indian 
reserves. We have a responsi¬ 
bility to redress these citi¬ 
zens. These are the issues of 
today and of tomorrow." 

Williams said he regretted 
in a way that the phrase "land 
claims" had come into such 
popular acceptance. 

"It is only a convenient 
phrase, an umbrella phrase, 
under which all grievances 
are drawn," he said. "For 
years we have addressed our¬ 
selves to land claims but 
failed to address ourselves to 
what underlies the land claim 
issue. 

"The simple settlement of 
land claims, the simple en¬ 
largement of Indian land, 
holdings, will not solve the 
problems of today or start to 
solve the problems of tomor¬ 
row."

• Delivery of services: 
B.C. is prepared to discuss 
means of delivering roads, 
power, telephone, health ser¬ 
vices and better education fa¬ 
cilities to the Nishga com¬ 
munities. Where provision of 
such services is the responsi¬ 
bility of the federal govern 
ment the province would be 
willing to do the work, then 
bill Ottawa. 

• Lands; If the govern¬ 
ment of Canada asks the pro¬ 
vince to purchase lands for 
the use of the Nishga, the pro¬ 
vince will be prepared to con¬ 
sider that request “where it is 
determined that the sale 
would not be detrimentakto 
provincial management and 
control of lands and resouces 
for the benefit of all citizens. ’’ 

• Protection of Nishga cul¬ 
ture: The province is pre¬ 
pared to discuss what mea¬ 
sures should be taken im¬ 
mediately to assist in the 
preservation and enhance¬ 
ment of the Nishga language 
and other aspects of Nishga 
culture. Included in those dis¬ 
cussions would be what mea¬ 
sures could be taken to recov¬ 
er and repatriate Nishga arti 
facts.

Two die 
in blast 
in Spain 


BARCELONA (Reuter) — 
Former Barcelona mayor 
Joaquin Viola Sauret and his 
wife were killed Wednesday 
when an explosive device 
strapped to his chest by gun¬ 
men apparently exploded 
prematurely. 

Three masked men and a 
woman forced their way at 
gunpoint into Viola's apart¬ 
ment in central Barcelona, 
strapped the bomb to his 
chest and handed him a note 
demanding an undisclosed 
ransom. 

The bomb blew off the head 
of the 64-year-old conserva¬ 
tive jDolitician. who was ap¬ 
pointed by the late Gen. 
Francisco Franco to the 17- 
man advisory Council of the 
Realm. Spain's top advisory 
body. 

The attack came despite 
reinforced police patrols in 
Spain's major cities in the 
face of threats from urban 
guerrillas that they will step 
up their bombing campaign. 

The Spanish national radio 
reported it received a tele¬ 
phone call from a man claim¬ 
ing responsibility for Viola’s 
murder on behalf of an ex¬ 
treme left-wing group called 
the Spanish Communist 
Party (International).

Jordaan said it was proba¬ 
ble that the satellite burned 
up before reaching the 
ground. 

A 22-member Canadian 
Forces nuclear response 
team has been checking ra¬ 
diation levels in Yellowknife, 
partly to allay fears of local 
residents that there is a haz¬ 
ard. Readings Tuesday night 
showed no unusual levels. 

Three members of the 
team are scheduled to fly to 
Fort Reliance, northeast of 


here, to take readings and air 
samples to check for radia¬ 
tion. It was not known if the 
checks will be made in other 
communities. 

Jordaan said at least three 
helicopters were in Yellowk¬ 
nife or on their way there, 
and they would be used to 
take the response team to any 
suspected landing site if one 
was located. 

The team would recover 
any remains of the satellite, 
safeguard them on the 
ground "and remove the ob¬ 
ject if there is anything 
there."

MOSCOW (Reuter) — The 
Soviet Union announced 
Wednesday the award of an 
Order of Lenin, one of the 
country's top distinctions, to 
Romanian President Nicolae 
Ceausescu. Tass news agen¬ 
cy said the Communist party 
chief is being honored for his 
contribution to Soviet-Roma 
nian friendship and to mailt 
bis 60th birthday Thursday. 
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There is nothing 
to worry about? 

THE FALLING to earth in the Great Slave Lake 
area of the Northwest Territories of the remains 
of the Soviet Union’s nuclear-powered spy satel¬ 
lite demands far more of Ottawa than a mere 
protest to Moscow for its failure to warn Canada 
of the impending event. 

Indeed, the matter is one which vitally con¬ 
cerns every nation in the world. No place, 
it appears, is safe from a repeat performance at 
any time. 

At the moment there are 940' major satel¬ 
lites. more than 30 of them nuclear-powered, 
moving around in space along with another 3,503 
other bits of “assorted junk" — space frames, 
rocket bodies and the like; and. according to one 
of the key men of the Goddard Space Flight 
Centre, one piece of this collection falls out of the 
sky every day. “What goes up into earth orbit 
must come down sooner or later,” he is quoted as 
saying. 

To the ordinary layman it would appear that 
every time this happens there is a potential 
danger to those of us who populate this most 
pul-upon planet. True, the experts say that space 
debris falling to earth is harmless, that it will be 
burnt up to nothing more than dust before it 
enters our atmosphere — that accidents just 
• can't happen. But like so many other experts 
who have been proved wrong on so many 
other occasions, space scientists are beginning 
to have a credibility problem. 

For instance, if there is nothing to worry 
about as they claim, why the flap in Washington 
and Ottawa over the fiery return to earth of 
Russia's Cosmos 954? Obviously accidents do 
happen. And because it happened this time, the 
Russians will probably excuse it by saying Cos¬ 
mos 954 was an experimental model — which it 
was. The horror of this is that it was an 
experiment in using a new nuclear energy unit 
as its power source. And it is this atomic 
reactor that has come back to earth — in one 
form or another. , 

Chances are, Defence Minister Barney Dan- 
son assures us, that 98 per cent of the 100 pounds 
of uranium 235 it contained was dissipated 
as it fell through space. Who gave Mr. Danson 
this information? Another Russian or American 
space expert? And what danger does the re¬ 
maining two per cent pose? And whose responsi¬ 
bility is it? 

In partial answer to the last question, we are 
Informed that under the existing international 
agreement the government which owns or puts 
the satellite into space is not necessarily li¬ 
able for any damage caused or created by its 
landing. This, then, is one of the first things that 
should be changed as a result of the Great Slave 
happening. Surely any nation which places a 
space-craft in orbit must assume full responsi¬ 
bility for any damage it does to any other 
nation. And this should be established by inter¬ 
national law. 

The second thing that must be done is to 
ban, immediately, any further nuclear-powered 
satellites being launched. The hazards in contin¬ 
uing this kind of development are far too great to 
be meekly accepted by the peoples of the world. 


A name for art 

A ROSE by any other name would smell so 
sweet, as Shakespeare observed, but that doesn't 
mean that trying to change the name of a rose 
wouldn't make for a noisy argument — because 
it would. ' 

Witness how faculty and student spokesmen 
at the former Vancouver School of Art have risen 
to protest, in a pompous statement, the renam 
ing of their institute, now to be called the Emily 
Carr College of Art. 

Their choice of name — the British Columbia 
College of Art — w as intended, their statement 
said, to reflect the college's new function as a 
province-wide centre for art and design educa 
lion, to give it a geographical location interna 
tionlly and to identify its relationship with other 
senior provincial art institutions. 

Well lab-tee daft’ . .. 

If the college, by whatever name, earns an 
international reputation, faculty and students 
can rest assured artists and designers elsewhere 
in the world will learn w here it is located. Do sick 
people have trouble finding the Mayo Clinic? 

Meanwhile, the people in the college fussing 
about this new name might better concentrate on 
developing thf'ir talent, as Emily Carr did.

BRUSSELS — NATO is no! 
quite dominating the bar 
room and dinner table con¬ 
versation around Western 
Europe but the North Atlan 
tic Treaty Organization is an 
object of more European

While still a long way from

fronting the European public 
through the current media 
discussion is that the Europe¬ 
an allies' overall defence el 
fort has been declining stead 
ily in real terms since the late 
'60s. while the Kremlin has 
been relentlessly building up 
the size and quality of Soviet 
forces, not only along the 
front line in Central Europe 
but all over the globe. 

In years past, many of the 
European allies tended to 
dismiss warnings of the 
mounting Soviet “threat” in 
full confidence (usually pro 
ven well-founded) that the 
United States, as NATO’s 
dominant power, would fill 
whatever serious gaps ap¬ 
peared in the alliance's de¬ 
fences. 

So, while West Germany 
has built up~its Bundeswehr 
lo the largest (490,000 sol 
diers) and best-equipped Eu 
ropean NATO army, and 
Britain has added new 
weapons to it' 50.000-man 
iirmy in Gerniahy. most 
other European allies have 
let their forces, as well as 
their real-term defence bud 
gets, shrink through the last 
decade. 

Only this year have the Eu¬ 
ropeans finally pledged to try 
to arrest this trend with a 
modest three per,.cent in 
crease in their defence out 
lays over the next few years 

But this is barely a drop in 



the bucket compared to what 
the European allies will need 
to do by way of new weapons, 
equipment and military man 
power if they are to counter 
the dramatic increase in So¬ 
viet strength. 

And the Europeans can no 
longer look to the United 
States to fill the gap alone. 
Washington has told the con 
tinental allies flatly that any 
further augmentation of the 
U S. commitment to NATO 
must be accompanied by cor¬ 
responding defence increases 
from their side. 

Western Europe’s leaders 
are well aware of these needs 
but up to now have been 
squeamish about placing the 
facts of Europe's defence 
predicament squarely before 
their voters. 

Most of the NATO govern¬ 
ments in Europe* are weak 
coalitions clinging to power 
with razor-thin majorities. 

But the new European 
media expose of NATO’s 
weakness,, cqnipared to the 
awesome and growing might 
<»l the Warsaw Fact, is mak 
ing it harder for European 
leaders to keep the issue of 
their countries' security on 
the sidelines. The politicians 
have been pleading for time, 
saying that only when eco¬ 
nomic conditions improve 
(they have no idea when that 
will be) can their govern 
ments begin to think more* 
seriously about defence. 

NATO's military leaders, 
on the other hand, warn that 
the Western alliance is rapid 
Iv running out of time be 
cause long-range programs 
for strengthening NATO 
armies, navies and air forces 
must be started soon. 

Otherwise. General Alex 
ander M. Haig. NATO's su 
preme commander, and 
other alliance military ex 
perts insist, the rapidity with 
which Soviet forces are ex 
panding could well leave 
NATO hopelessly* out 
manned, out gunned and out 
flunked by the mid or late 
19H0x.

OTTAWA — The minority 
calls it a “bonus” and the 
majority sees iras "black 
mail.” 

But whether a reward or 
extortion, it cost you $32,000. 
000 or your share of the feder 
al tax bill to cover it. 

It’s the extra "increment," 
as the government calls such 
extra-routine payments, and 
it was paid last month at $800 
per to some 40,000 public ser 
vpnts who aren’t necessarily 
fluent in both P^nglish and 
French but have qualified as 
"bilingual.”. 

It’s been paid for some 
years to a number of House of 
Commons and Senate secre¬ 
taries who, because of the 
English-French mix of their 
MPs’ constituencies, had to 
have a working knowledge of 
both languages 

But then the Montreal mili 
tants of the public service — 
mostly in the Post Office — 
and perhaps feeling a bit 
bored, in between strikes — 
figured what was good 
enough for a select few in the 
House of Commons was good 
enough for as many of them 
as could shake down the gov¬ 
ernment. 

So on went the pressure, 
Montreal style. 

Their strategy was simple. 

"Pay us the bonus." they 
laid it down in their ultima 
turn, "or we won't speak Eng¬ 
lish.” 

And they didn’t. 

Spoke French, though, 
which in Quebec is the de 
facto “working language.” so 
enacted by the separatist 
government of Premier Rene 
Levesque. 

The federal boffins at 
tempted to argue that it 
didn’t necessarily apply to 
their personnel who, in bilin 
gual positions, were still re 
quired to Speak English when 
necessary, as well as French. 

And it was "necessary.” 
when the taxpayer doing 
business with any particular 
public servant in Montreal 
did not speak French.

Treasury Board President 
Robert Andras, the cabinet's 
expert in smothering an issue 
in a foam of words and a 
variety of postures, went into 
his act. 

In no way, he told the 
House of Commons, and as 
sured the country at large, 
would the government sub 
mit to “blackmail” and pay 
the bonus to public servants 
in Montreal in the form of 
what plainly would be a bribe 
to do the job for which they 
were hired. 

And that job: speak French 
to the French and English to 
the English. 

But that involved being bi 
lingual, argued the Montreal 
pressure group, and required 
the same bonus there as was 
paid to those English-French 
parliamentary secretaries in 
Ottawa. 

But while Andras was talk¬ 
ing out of one side of his 
mouth to the rest of the coun¬ 
try. with reassurance that the 
government refused to be 
brow beaten, the demand for 


the bonus spread outward 
from Montreal to all public 
servants "designated” bilin¬ 
gual. 

Playing tough. Andras pro 
mised the taxpayers that the 
Montreal militants refusing 
to speak English would be 
suspended — few if any were 
— and at the same time, 
began talking out of the other 
side of his mouth in "negotia 
lions" with the public service 
unions. 

Result was a complete col 
lapse, surrender by the gov 
ernment. and $800 a year for 
all 40.000 officially designat 
ed bilinguals. 

That’s $32 million, not just 
for this year, but for the next 
five — six in all — for the 
grand grab of $192 million. 

Now here's the laugh. 

Three public servants at 
the Museum of Natural Sci¬ 
ences. feeling “embar 
rassed” about accepting the 
$800 bonus, are being quoted 
as “considering” refusal of 
it 

They’re "just not using the 
second language enough to 
justify it.” reports the Muse 
urn’s "bilingual adviser " 

Andras is thunderstruck 
"Urn inclined to applaud it." 
he allows. "It sounds very 
conscientious.” 

Maybe so, but you can bet

MILES TO GO

The anger of an aroused British public is once again

NOT WISHING to usurp the duties of the medical 
profession and being under no delusion that I know 
anything about the treatment of the common cold, I 
am prepared, neverthelesss, to press on with a small 
offering on how to make life a little more bearable 
during the sniffling, hacking, trying times of one of 
them. Dr. Murray Katz of Toronto set out the treat¬ 
ment, I pass it on to you. 

* The old saw about drinking plenty of liquids is not 
necessarily true in the treatment of a common cold, 
but It isn’t likely to hurt either. If it makes you feel 
better, try it anyway. Make certain you get plenty of 
rest. 

Soothing the Irritated throat Is the first order of 
business and this should be done, not with the market 
variety gargles, but with a saline gargle made up of 
half a teaspoon of salt in eight ounces of water. 
Another gargle worth trying is one ASA tablet crushed 
in an eight-ounce glass of water. 

The dry, hacking cough can be helped by either a 
15 mg. dose of dextromethorphan or a doctor’s pre¬ 
scription of linctus codeine, 10 mg. per teaspoon. 

A runny nose can be helped with either a nasal 
spray of phenylephrine, one quarter or one-half per 
cent, or an oral preparation of pseudoephedrine, a 30 
mg. dose. For fever, sore throat or headaches in an 
adult, a full 10 gr. dose of ASA every four to six hours. 

If all else fails, fall into bed, stay there and feel 
miserable. Buoy yourself with the comforting thought 
that it is probably taking two people to do vour work at 
the office. ..

Victim of success? 


One of the most disquiet¬ 
ing, but hardly surprising 
events to come out of the 
current telephone dispute, is 
the announcement of the 
union leadership and one or 
two union members, that the 
membership is becoming 
"frustrated” and that vio¬ 
lence may result. 

Is this to be considered . .. 
a threat or a friendly warn¬ 
ing? ... 

This situation merely em¬ 
phasizes the fact that what 
we like to call “collective 
bargaining” is not bargain 
ing at all. Demands are made 
and if not met, the use of 
various means of coercion, 
some legal and some not, 
begins. To call this bargain¬ 
ing is to pervert the meaning 
of simple English. We have 
created an adversary system 
which is almost certain to 
encourage violent emotions 
which too easily end in the act 
itself. 

Unions were created to im¬ 
prove the lot of the working 
man and no one is about to 
suggest that they were not 
required. There is, however, 
the distinct possibility that 
they could become the vic¬ 
tims of their own success. 
The adversary system is out 


of date but it does help to 
keep the unions alive and the 
leaders of the movement are 
perfectly well aware of this. 

Basically of course, the 
working man is just as de¬ 
pendent as management on 
the success of an operation 
which employs them both. 
Some firms in Canada have 
already recognized this fact 
and have developed systems 
of profit sharing and broad 
ening the base of manage 
ment. They seem to avoid 
labor problems. A further de¬ 
velopment In the United 
States is the growing amount 
of the capital assets of busi 
ness owned by union pension 
funds. This sort of thing 
seems logical and progres¬ 
sive and demonstrates clear¬ 
ly the common interest that 
involves all those engaged in 
production. 

What changes this will 
make in the character of 
unions is not yet clear, but 
.change there must be and 
refusal to acknowledge this 
fact by clinging to the heroics 
of an embattled army is sim¬ 
ply to continue stupid war¬ 
fare which everyone loses.

British journalists sought as spy link 


The row about CIA links 
with Journalists has led the 
agency to renounce the re¬ 
cruiting of American journal¬ 
ists. Mark Frankland, who 
has worked for The Observer 
in Vietnam. Japan and the 
U.S. and Is now the paper's 
specialist on East Europe, 
describes how other Intelli¬ 
gence agencies, notably Brit¬ 
ain's, also use Journalists.

The committee of the U.S. 
House of Representatives 
that has been looking into re¬ 
lations between the Central 
Intelligence Agency and the 
American media has come 
across two extreme — and 
predictable — attitudes to the 
problem. 

On the one hand there is the 
view, expressed by a/etired 
American ambassador, that 
a journalist's duty is to his 
country first and his news¬ 
paper second. A journalist 
who works for the CIA is 
therefore a patriot and to be 
praised. 

Then there was the opinion 
expressed, naturally, by jour¬ 
nalists that scribblers should 
never do spies' work and that 
the agency was wicked ever 
to ask them to. 

Admiral Stansfield Turner, 
the CIA's new chief, has 
somewhat defused the prob¬ 
lem by declaring that his 
agency will recruit no more 
journalists. He has not, 
though, agreed lo forswear 
foreign journalists, or to give 
up the practice of using for¬ 
eign papers to spread misin¬ 
formation. 

Foreign journalists, there¬ 
fore. beware. But they should 
not just worry about the CIA. 
The problem of journalists 
and spies has been discussed 
chiefly in American terms 
because these things are so 
much more out in the open in 
the U.S. But there are few 
countries where intelligence 
services do not try to make 
use of the Press. 

It has been known for many 
years that some Russian 
journalists overseas are KGB 
officers. Less well-known is 
the use that the spies of coun¬ 
tries like Britain have made 
of journalists. The best- 
known case was that of Kim 


Philby, the Anglo-Soviet dou¬ 
ble agent whom the British 
Secret Intelligence Service 
placed in the middle a# cor¬ 
respondent for The Observer 
and The Economist. 

Philby was by no means the 
only British spy who had 
journalist's cover. Suppose 
that the SIS (or any other 
European intelligence ser¬ 
vice) comes across a man in 
an out-of-the-way country 
who is a potential source of 
information. What better way 
to establish him than as a 
stringer (a part-time corre 
spondenl) for a well-known 
newspaper? As a journalist 
the man will have a certain 
status, and also the right to 
move around and ask ques¬ 
tions. 

All that remains to be done 
is to get the newspaper's 
agreement. In the past there 
has usually been a discreet 
meeting between an SIS offi¬ 
cer and the editor. Ideally no 
other member of the paper's 
staff will know anything 
about the arrangement. 

This sort of deal has been 
justified by the argument 
that during the cold war 
everyone had to help fight the 
common enemy. Overly well- 
mannered Western demo¬ 
crats had failed to stop Hitler 
in lime. Gentlemen now had 
lo get their hands a bit more 
dirty if they wanted to stop 
Stalin. 

There is also the argument 
that journalists abroad any¬ 
how deal a lot with spies. This 
is true. A CIA or SIS man 
abroad is often a good source 
of information. He is paid to 
be inquisitive and impartial. 
He is less likely than regular 
diplomats to be overawed by 
the country he is working in. 
A journalist would be silly not 
to make use of a good spy if 
he has the chance. 

But working for him is an¬ 
other matter. And as for the 
argument about everyone 
having to get his hands dirty, 
common sense says that of 
course if a journalist discov¬ 
ers that country X is just 
about lo start a war he may 
inform his government. But it 
does not have to be through a 
spy. He can tell an ordinary 
diplomat. 

Perhaps the following story 
might help explain why a 
journalist today should not 


work for his country's intelli¬ 
gence service. 

A British journalist, re¬ 
cently returned from an 
Eastern European country, 
was summoned by MI5 (the 
British internal security ser¬ 
vice) and asked to tell who 
his contacts there were. 


The Interrogators showed 
him some pictures. Did the 
journalist know them. Some 
were of men widely suspect¬ 
ed of working for Eastern 
security services and well 
known to informed Wes¬ 
terners living in the country. 


The journalist said that he 
had met some of them. 

Then he was asked to give a 
list of all his contacts and 
friends In that country. He 
refused. It was not that he 
was afraid to, or that he could 
not understand that even the 
smallest information can be 


Immensely helpful to Intelli¬ 
gence officers whose work Is 
often like putting together a 
jigsaw puzzle. 

He refused on principle. He 
would be going back to East 
Europe and he wanted to re¬ 
turn as a journalist, no more, 
no less. 


Civic Scene

In about three weeks, Victoria will be treated to another 
great political show. 

Feb. 21 Is the date when the Oak Bay Socreds will choose 
their candidate for the March 20 byelection. 

Still busy scraping egg off my face which got there as a 
result of my lousy political punditry in the Pollen-Munro 
fight, I swore I’d sit out the Frank Carson-Brian Smith 
contest. 

But the temptation is too great. So, for the record. I 
believe Carson will beat .Smith. And for Carson’s sake I hope 
my long spell of making the wrong predictions will be 
broken. 

There are a w hole number of reasons why I would prefer 
Carson to Smith in this contest, none of which is rooted in 
any deep affection for the Social Credit party. 

The overriding factor to me is that Carson is the kind of 
person 1 would like to see in politics. He is a straightforward 
man. He never plays political games. 

During his stint as alderman in the city of Victoria. 
Carson proved lo be a tremendous asset. He worked hard 
and never tried to grab the credit for any achievement. 

He worked on several projects with Aid. Larry Ryan, 
secret ary treasurer of the Victoria Labor Council, and 
despite their opposing political convictions, the two made a 
good team. 1 

The next reason why I side with Carson is that 
in my opinion, he has earned the nomination. 

Unlike his opponent Smith, who is a convert from the 
Tory ranks, Carson has always been a Socred. In the last 
provincial election, he was the Socred candidate in Oak Bay 
who was saddled with the difficult task of running against 
former Tory leader Scott Wallace. 

Carson was the sacrificial lamb. If he was considered 
good enough to be.thrown into an unequal contest then, he 
certainly should be good enough to run for his party in this 
byelection. 

I also don’t like some of the fancy footwork the Smith 
camp has been engaged in ever since the race began 

I’ve received numerous calls from Oak Bay residents 
telling me that someone from the Smith campaign force had 
told them about Carson’s illness. Not exactly cricket, al 
though I doubt that this sort of thing is dune with Smith's 
consent. 

Carson had a very minor stroke last year, but I’ve never 
seen a healthier guy in my life than Carson a week ago. 

But even if Smith doesn’t concur w ith some of the tactics 


used by his campaign workers, he’s got to take responsibili¬ 
ty for them. He should have thought of the dangers when he 
conscripted his mixed bag of campaigners, some of whom 
are staunch Liberals and Tories. 

I’ve mentioned the chameleon campaigners before and 
won’t waste too much time on them here. But just to refresh 
your memory, some of them are the same people who 
worked with great dedication to help defeat Peter Pollen in 
last year’s race for the Tory nomination in the federal riding 
of Esquimalt-Saanich against the incumbent Donald Munro. 

If Smith seeks the support of political opportunists, he’s 
got to be prepared for some embarrassing results. • 

After a recent column on this topic. Smith told me h© 
had “thoroughly enjoyed the good fiction.’’ I must have 
struck a sensitive chord. 

And finally, I don’t like the role Premier Bennett and the 
party brass play in this nomination. Although Bennett has 
been carefully avoiding any direct intervention, it is no 
secret that he would like Smith to win. 

Smith has even been mentioned as a possible choice for 
attorney-general, a cabinet post that goes traditionally to a 
lawyer, which Smith is. 

The subtle influence the premier exerts on this contest is 
dirty politics, completely unfair to a man who has served his 
party well. 

I’m not naive enough to suggest that there shouldn’t be 
dirty politics. Unfortunately, we don't seem to be able to do 
without it, but it should be exposed and the people should 
draw their conclusions from it. 

It has been suggested that the premier has given Carson 
a hint to gear down his campaign and let Smith win. It has 
also been suggested that he might have been promised a 
political reward for such a gesture. 

This rumor was nurtured by Carson’s decision to spend 
a holiday in Palm Springs right in the middle of the 
campaign. 

To start with. I doubt very much that the premier would 
go out on the limb by proposing such a deal lo Carson. And 
if he had done so. he would have been amazed to find that 
some people can’t be bought. 

The only reason Carson went to Palm Springs when he 
should have been campaigning was probably because he 
believed he had it sewn up. And he left behind a good 
campaign force to tie up the loose ends. 

And these are some of the reasons I prefer Carson to 
Smith. Well, in a little more than three weeks we ll know.

All communication among 
the various union locals 
throughout B.C. must be done 
by mail. When a letter is sent 
from, for example, Victoria 
to Vancouver, at least three 
days elapse before an answer 
is received.

Year of disasters 

BETHLEHEM, Pa. (AP) — Bethelehem Steel 
Corp., an industry giant troubled by foreign competi¬ 
tion and natural disasters, announced Wednesday Its 
earnings fell hundreds of millions of dollars last year. 

Bethlehem, the second-largest U.5. steelmaker, re¬ 
ported a net loss of $448.2 million, or $10.72 a share, for 
1977, compared with a $168-million profit, or $3.85 a 
share, a year before. 

Revenues in 1977 rose slightly, from $5.3 billion in 
1976 to $5.4 billion. 

The company attributed most of the loss to a pre-tax 
charge of $750 million resulting from its decision to 
close mills and related facilities, making Idle about 
10,000 workers.

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RRSPs: Shop around , and shop early 


OTTAWA (CP) — Taxpay¬ 
ers planning to invest in re¬ 
gistered retirement savings 
plans (RRSPs) in time for the 
March 1 deadline should shop 
early and shop around to 
avoid the wrong type of plan 
and the loss of thousands of 
dollars in potential earnings, 
investment experts say. 

A random check of rates 
paid on deposit savings ac¬ 
counts qualifying as RRSPs 
shows a spread of as much as 
percentage points among 
different institutions. 

In general, credit unions 
and caisse populaires are 
paying the top rates-as high 
as nine per cent-with banks 
paying the lowest at about 
7 .Trust companies are in 
the middle with rates around 
eight per cent. 

This is for deposits on 
which interest rates may rise 
or fall and the money may be 
withdrawn at any time with¬ 
out penalty. Rates on fixed- 
term deposits of up to five 
years are in the 8% to 9-per- 
cent range. 

“You’ve got to be very 
* careful and ask lots of ques¬ 
tions," said Ron Fitzgerald, 
manager of administration of 
the federal public service 
credit union, one of the lar¬ 
gest in the country. Watch out 
particularly for start-up and 
closing out fees. 

March T Is the deadline for 
deposits to RRSPs which can, 
up to certain limits, be de¬ 
ducted from taxable income 
before calculating tax pay¬ 
able for 1977.

There has been an added 
wrinkle to the RRSP market 
since 1974, one which has re¬ 
cently been smoothed out a 
little. This is in the field of the 
spousal RRSP, whereby it is 
possible to make a tax-de¬ 
ductible contribution to a 
plan in one’s spouse’s name, 
provided of course that the 
permitted individual maxi¬ 
mum is not exceeded. 

Under new tax laws, if such 
plans are cancelled the pro¬ 
ceeds from it, if used for 
other than buying a life annu¬ 
ity, must be included in the 
contributing spouse's income 
to the extent of total contri¬ 
butions made by the contri¬ 
buting spouse to any spousal 
plan in the year of the with¬ 
drawal and the preceeding 
two years. 

It was becoming a common 
practice is some circles to 
start up spousal plans then 
quickly cancel them after the 
tax benefit has been realized. 

Allan Mactier of the Royal 
Trust here quickly points out, 
however, that spousal ar¬ 
rangements are advisable in 
secure marriages only, be¬ 
cause, although the one part¬ 
ner may have made all the 
contributions, he has no 
claim on the money after it 
has been desposited to the 
other partner's RRSP. 

Mactier outlines how a 
spousal plan can work: 

“Take the case of a hus¬ 
band who has a good paying 
job with a company that pro¬ 
vides a generous pension 
plan. He is also building up a 
sizable RRSP. 

“All well and good, but the 
problem is the income tax he 
will be paying after he stops 
working, particularly after 
age 71. That’s when his RRSP 
must be cashed ih or convert¬ 
ed to a life annuity. He fig¬ 
ures on collecting $1,000 a 
month from the annuity plus 
$1,500 in the form of a com¬ 
pany pension cheque.At this 
point he could conceivably be 
paying 45 per cent income tax 
and watching his best-laid 
plans for the golden years 
going up the flue.” 

The solution, Mactier 
points out, could be for the 
husband to take out a spousal 
RRSP in the name of his wife. 
He makes the payments to 
the wife's plan and claims 
the deductions from his tax¬ 
able income, just as he would 
if the RRSP was in his own 
name. It doesn’t matter that 
his wife has no earned in¬ 
come. 

“There are two main bene¬ 
fits," Mactier says. “It pro¬ 
vides a measure of financial 
indcp !. rce for the wife 
who, r ; ! ing earned any 
inco- i.-.-> not been able to 
contt le to any pension 
plan. Although the husband 
makes the payments, the 
spousal plan belongs to Jier 
alone. 

“The couple also stands to 
save on future income tax 
because, after retirement, 
the spousal plan payments 
will be taxed at the wife’s 
lower rate.” 


$5,500 for persons who are not 
members of a company pen¬ 
sion plan. For those who are 
members of company plans, 
the limit is $3,500 including 
contributions to the company 
plan. 

Tom Delaney, president of 
the Barrie, Ont., chapter of 
the Consumers Association of 
Canada and author of a book 
on RRSPs, suggests keeping 
these four things in mind 
when choosing a plan: 

Security of principal-Some 
plans offer a fixed rate of 
return and therefore little or 
no risk. Others, such as in¬ 
vestment-type funds, may 
vary with the stock market. 
The potential for growth may 
be greater, but there is the 
possibility of a loss. 

Rate of return-This has a 
crucial effect on the size of 
the fund at retirement and 
consequently the amount of 
monthly income possible. At 
an annual interest rate of 
seven per cent, $1,000 invest¬ 
ed each year for 20 years 
would amount to $43,900. At 
nine per cent, the fund would 
total about $55,800. 

The number of years for a 
one-time investment to dou¬ 
ble can be determined by 
using the “rule of 72”—divid¬ 
ing the interest rate into 72. 
Thus at six per cent, an in¬ 
vestment would double in 12 
years and at eight per cent, it 
would double in nine years. 

It is also important to de¬ 
termine how often the inter 
est is compounded since this 
will affect overall perfor¬ 
mance. Some plans offer in¬ 
terest compounded semi-an¬ 
nually while others com¬ 
pound it annually. Some 
plans reduce the rate x / of 
one per cent if the interest is 
compounded semi-annually. 

But at interest rates less 
than 10 per cent, it is better to 
tale V, of one percentage 
ouint less with semi annua) 
compounding, Delaney says. 
At rates above 10 per cent, 
take the extra one-quarter 
compounded annually. 

Flexibility-This is an area 
where people can get into se¬ 
rious trouble. Some plans 
lock in the funds for a certain 
period or have stiff penalties 
for early removal. Some in¬ 
surance companies offer 


plans that are a form of life 
insurance but they require a 
premium every year or the 
investment is lost. 

Fees and other costs-Most 
mutual funds have a commis¬ 
sion charge that can be as 
high as nine per cent ot the 
investment, payable when 


you buy into the fund. Many 
plans have start-up costs 
known as “front-end load¬ 
ing.” 

There is no tax payable on 
the Interest earned in an 
RRSP but at age 71 the plan 
must be deregistered and tax 
paid on the lump sum or the 


fund may be used to purchase 
a life annuity, available only 
from insurance companies. 

Under terms of a life annui¬ 
ty, payments are for life but 
they cease upon death of the 
annuitant, unless a guaran- 
teed-period annuity has been 
selected. 


The consumers associa¬ 
tion, with Delaney as its chief 
spokesman, has been lobby¬ 
ing the federal government to 
change an annuity require¬ 
ment to allow consumers to 
choose how they wish to in¬ 
vest the money they have 
saved.

FREDERICTON (CP) — 
Despite pleas from his cau¬ 
cus to stay on. New Bruns¬ 
wick Liberal Leader Robert 
Higgins resigned from the job 
Wednesday after a judicial 
inquiry rejected his allega¬ 
tions that the Progressive 
Conservative government 
tried to thwart an RCMP in¬ 
vestigation. 

“I don’t respect the judg¬ 
ment,” Higgins told report¬ 
ers shortly after the report of 
the inquiry was released. “I 
respect the judge.” He was 
referring to Chief Justice 
Charles Hughes of the New 
Brunswick Supreme Court, 
who conducted the inquiry 
last spring. 

In a three-sentence state- * 
ment later. Premier Richard 
Hatfield said it would be in¬ 
appropriate to comment. ‘‘As 
premier, my sole interest i> 
and has been that the integri¬ 
ty of the administration of 
justice be upheld, as it has 
been.” 

The 44-year-old Higgins, 
who will remain in the house 
as the member for Saint John 
Park, said he remained solid¬ 
ly convinced that the govern¬ 
ment interfered with a police 
investigation of alleged ille¬ 
gal kickbacks to the Progres¬ 
sive Conservative Party. He 
said he also stood by his alle¬ 
gations, made last March, 
about a system of kickbacks. 

But with such “strong per¬ 
sonal views” and a deep re¬ 
spect for the system, Higgins 
said he could not remain as 
leader in the face of the 
clear-cut nature of the re¬ 
port. 

The report, which a happy 
Hatfield hailed for making 
“abundantly and unequivo¬ 
cally clear” that Higgins’ al¬ 
legations about interference 
with the police were “false in 
every detail,” exonerated the 
government on all the ques¬ 
tions put to it. 

The report also says that 
even if then justice minister 
John Baxter had implied to 
the RCMP that party financ¬ 
ing was not to be investigat¬ 
ed, “or not investigated ‘un¬ 
less there was evidence of 
criminality.’ his conduct was 
not improper in light of his

knowledge or lack of knpwl- 
edge at the time.” 

The interference was al¬ 
leged to have occurred in 
1973. 

Hughes agreed, however, 
there was documentary evi¬ 
dence which tended to show 
“that some members of the 
RCMP” believed the investi¬ 
gation was being restricted, 
not only by a senior officer 
but by the justice depart¬ 
ment. 

But the chief justice said 
the documents were only 
hearsay evidence as far as 
Baxter’s involvement was 
concerned, and the oral testi¬ 
mony had made clear the in¬ 
vestigation was restricted 
from within the RCMP by 
Bertrand Giroux, then about 
to become chief superinten¬ 
dent in New Brunswick. Since 
then Giroux has been pro¬ 
moted twice, to become depu¬ 
ty director-general of the se¬ 
curity forces. 

The report did not, how¬ 
ever, deal with Higgins’ alle¬ 
gations about a system of 
kickbacks — Higgins had de¬ 
manded a royal commission 
into the whole business — 
and there were indications 
Wednesday that it might be 
some time before this issue 
was finally resolved. 

The Liberal caucus was in 
“a very aggressive mood.” 
Higgins said, declining to 
speculate on what action the 
party might take now. 

Norbert Theriault (L — 
Bay du Vin), who has 
stepped aside as party presi¬ 
dent to become interim lead¬ 
er, said the party’s position 
would be decided soon by the 
caucus. 

The premier, not unexpec¬ 
tedly, urged the Liberals to 
leave the issue alone so the 
RCMP, who he said were in¬ 
vestigating all of Higgins’ 
kickback allegations before 
he made them, could finish 
its work. 

The RCMP said last month 
its investigation was substan¬ 
tially complete, but some as¬ 
pects were continuing. 

Hatfield, before Higgins' 
announcement, also blasted 
the Liberals for “irresponsi¬ 
ble and reckless conduct,” 
and said he remained con¬ 
vinced his rejection of Hig¬ 
gins’ demand for an inquiry 
into the kickback allegations 
was best. 

‘‘To establish an inquiry 
would have conflicted with 
and very likely ended any 
police Investigation,” Hat-

field said. “In addition, resul¬ 
tant publicity could have ren¬ 
dered it difficult and unfair to 
lay criminal charges, if that 
became appropriate.” 

Higgins, joined by many 
members of his caucus as he 
made the announcement, 
said he had awaited the re¬ 
port with anticipation “and 
fully expected to see some 
recommendations.” But 
judging by the clear answers 
in the report and the absence 
of recommendations, Higgins 
said he could only conclude 
the chief justice “must con¬ 
sider my actions to have been 
unwarranted.” 

Theriault, who said he 
would not run for the leader's 
position, said the party exec¬ 
utive would meet Feb. 4 to 
begin the process of calling a 
leadership convention “as 
soon as it’s physically possi¬ 
ble.” He said Higgins’ resig¬ 
nation was accepted with 
deep regret. 

Baxter, currently a govern¬ 
ment backbencher, said the 
report cleared him “of the 
odium and suspicion engen¬ 
dered” by Higgins. 

In writing his report, the 
chief justice said he had some 
difficulty with Baxter’s testi¬ 
mony about why he did not 
attempt to check on an 
RCMP memo to the depart¬ 
ment in which an RCMP offi¬ 
cer said the force’s file re¬ 
flected verbal instructions 
prohibiting investigation into 
political contributions. 

The memo added that it 
was assumed by the force 
that this prohibition did not 
apply in cases where crimi¬ 
nal activity became known. 

Baxter testified at the in¬ 
quiry that he did not attempt 
to find out the source of the 
instructions because they 
were qualified with the 
words: “Unless there was 
evidence of criminality.” 

“The answer is perplex¬ 
ing.” the chief justice wrote, 
“and I have sought in vain to 
reconcile it with the tenor of 
the other testimony which he 
gave concerning the meeting 


(with RCMP officers) Octo¬ 
ber 4 (1973).” 

The investigation in ques¬ 
tion was started at the re¬ 
quest of the justice depart¬ 
ment and involved spending 
in the tourism department 
under tourism minister J.C. 
Van Home, who was fired in 
1972. The issue of party fin¬ 
ancing methods was raised 
after RCMP investigators 
came across allegations of 
kickbacks.

Couvelier predicts mill rate cut 

Tax hope in Saanich

A reduction in the 1978 
Saanich mill rate which could 
offset an increased assess¬ 
ment facing most property 
owners was predicted 
Wednesday by Mayor Mel 
Couvelier. 

Municipal staff have been 
instructed to target their bud¬ 
gets at no more than the 
dollars they received last 
year plus 6ix per cent for 
increased salaries, Couvelier 
told the annual meeting of the 
Broadmead Ratepayers' As¬ 
sociation. 

“If we can hold the line on 
budget requests,’’ he said, 
“we can come in with a re¬ 
duction in the mill rate.” 

Couvelier estimated the 
municipality would receive 
$800,000 more from the pro¬ 


vincial government this year 
from revenue-sharing pro¬ 
grams and increased taxa¬ 
tion on government-owned 
property. 

That would be the equiva¬ 
lent of threc-and-a-half mills, 
he said. 

Changes in assessing pro¬ 
cedures would increase the 
1978 roll to $229 million com¬ 
pared with $200 million last 
year. 

A newly-installed computer 
system would be of great as¬ 
sistance in implementing an 
improved budgeting process 
by next January, he said.- 

Couvelier, in his first pub¬ 
lic speech since taking office 
early last month, reassured 
the group that they would 
have an open council pre¬ 
pared to answer requests for 
assistance.

Wong at work In Pat Bay laboratory 


Carbon dioxide 
figures startle

A Pat Bay scientist’s observations about 
carbon dioxide levels in the atmosphere and 
ocean have shattered existing theories on the 
subject and raised questions about the ef 
feet that energy policies will have on the 
earth’s climate. 

Dr. C.S. Wong, an ocean chemist at the 
Institute of Ocean Sciences in Pat Bay. 
has recorded carbon dioxide levels in the 
atmosphere and ocean since 1909 at a weath- 
ership station 1,100 kilometres west of the 
Strait of Juan de Fuca. the first time such 
tests have been done over a period of time. 

He found that the rate at which carbon 
dioxide levels in the atmosphere were in¬ 
creasing dropped steeply between 1974 and 
1975, from an increase of about 2.2 parts per 
million to a decrease of about 1 p.p.m, The 
decrease was the first recorded since careful 
measurement of carbon dioxide levels began 
in I960. 

CARBON DIOXIDE IS a colorless, odor 
less gas which exists naturally in the atmo 
sphere in small amounts. A byproduct of 
various kinds of combustion where carbon 
and oxygen are both present, it is produced 
by living creatures, fires involving wood or 
fossil fuels, and decaying organic matter. 

Plants use carbon dioxide in photosynthe¬ 
sis. and release oxygen; when they decay, 
carbon dioxide is released. 

One property of carbon dioxide is ol 
special interest to climatologists. It is trans¬ 
parent to light, but absorbs infra red radia¬ 
tion, or heat. As a result, sunlight passes 
through the carbon dioxide in the atmo¬ 
sphere, but w hen it hits the ea rth and is trans¬ 
formed into heat, it is absorbed by carbon 
dioxide in the air, warming the atmo¬ 
sphere in a process known as the “green¬ 
house effect.” 

In nature, carbon dioxide levels remain in 
equilibrium. While forest fires and decay 
put the gas into the atmosphere, new plant 
growth takes it out. Carbon dioxide can be 
dissolved in water, but cold water holds more 
of the gas than hot. Thus, the tropical oceans 
tend to release carbon dioxide to the atmo¬ 
sphere. but temperate and polar oceans to 
take it in. Wong said in an interview. 

THE MODERN AGE HAS significantly 
altered the natural carbon dioxide cycle. 
Among the factors that have led to increasing 
ca rbon dioxide levels are the burning of fossil 
fuels such as coal, oil and natural gas, the 
burning of forests and their replacement 
with agricultural land, and less major 
sources such as natural #as well “blowouts,” 
and the burning of limestone in the produc 
tion of cement. 

As a result, carbon dioxide levels steadily 
increased at the rate of about .7 parts per 
million during the 1950’s. In the middle 1960s 
the rate of increase began to fluctuate 
somewhat erratically, however, reaching a 
high of 2.2 parts per million in 1974. Just 
as suddenly, the increase became a decrease 
in 1975, and dropped even lower in 1976i 
Figures for 1977 are not available yet, but 
they could show that the rate is again going 
up. Wong said. 

THE FLUCTUATION in carbon dioxide 
levels in the late 1960s and earlyx|970s 
coincides precisely with the level of bombing 
in Viet Nam, Wong noted. 

Carbon dioxide released by the bombs and 
decaying organic matter in Viet Nam could 
possibly account for the increase. 

But that does not explain why the increase 
did not return to normal levels after the 
bombing stopped, Wong noted. 


His observations also showed that the 
northern Pacific gives off carbon dioxide 
during the summer months, contrary to 
conventional theories. 

What it adds up to, Wong said, is that “all 
the major established facts about carbon 
dioxide are in turmoil.” 

And that is unfortunate, because the world 
is steadily pushing more and more of the 
gas into the atmosphere. Fossil fuels are 
being burned at an increasing rate, and huge 
areas of tropical forest are being burnt dow n 
to provide agricultural land. Those two 
sources are among the most important, and 
yet the rate at which they are occurring, let 
alone the effects they are having on the 
atmosphere, is not known, 

BECAUSE ACCURATE carbon dioxide 
measurements are relatively recent, it will 
be at least the year 2000 before the true 
picture can be seen. Until that time, the 
possibility of natural fluctuations makes 
predictions about the long-term increase in 
carbon dioxide levels difficult. 

But during that period, industrialization 
fn Third World countries will also accelerate, 
and by 2025, they are expected to burn more 
fossil fuel than the industrial West. 

If research or experience were to show 
that carbon dioxide levels are reaching 
dangerously high levels, warming the earth 
enough to melt the polar ice caps for 
instance, it would be too late to turn back 
without causing massive economic disloca¬ 
tion in societies dependent on fossil fuels, 
Wong said. 

IT WOULD ALSO probably be too late to 
do much about the problem, he added. He 
estimates that if carbon dioxide levels in the 
atmosphere were to double, it would be 
several centuries before land plants and 
ocean plankton could absorb tne excess. 

“We have to know more about this carbon 
dioxide cycle in general before we can 
make political deicisions about our energy 
sources,” Wong said. 

When the dangers of the greenhouse effect 
are taken into account, for instance, nu¬ 
clear energy may be the best energy source 
for the future. But if an understanding of the 
carbon dioxide cycle shows that the problem 
is not as severe as scientists think, or 
that there are methods for reducing it. 
continued fossil fuel consumption might be 
possible. 

The main areas that research must con¬ 
centrate on at this point,. Wong said, are 
“source and sink” relationships, and predic¬ 
tions of the future path of carbon dioxide 
increases. 

Wong singled out several areas of re¬ 
search that show some promise in dealing 
with these subjects. Among them: 

• Feeding carbon dioxide generated by 
fossil fuel power plants into greenhouses to 
promote plant growth. 

• The effect that peat moss, formed at the 
rate of about five millimetres a year in some 
places, has on carbon dioxide absorption. 

• The possibility that carbon dioxide ab¬ 
sorbed by plant life in the ocean is precipitat¬ 
ed to the seabed when the organism dies. 

• The extent to which foliage cover of the 
earth is increasing in response to the higher 
carbon dioxide levels. 

The research will have to be interdisci¬ 
plinary, involving marine chemists, forest¬ 
ers, oceanographers, and space scientists 
working with satellites, Wong said. And It 
.will have to be done quickly, if the policy¬ 
makers of the future are to make intelligent 
decisions based on scientific evidence. 


“Contrary to what some 
people are saying, we are re¬ 
sponsive to your wishes.” 

Earlier this week Jack Fry, 
1083 Lodge, charged that 
Saanich’s “fee for informa¬ 
tion" plan would destroy the 
municipality’s open govern¬ 
ment policy. 

He said he had been blocked 
in his attempt to investigate 
the controversial Blenkinsop 
Creek project overrun. 

Couvelier told about 50 per¬ 
sons at the meeting that there 
was much to accomplish in 
the next two years “but our 
ability to pay is limited.” 

Former councils, he said, 
had made a heavy, invest¬ 
ment in green space to the 
detriment of “hardware” 
such as roads and sewers. 

There would have*.to be 
considerable sums spent on 


roads and storm sewers in 
the next few years, he 
warned. 

But what happened after 
these tasks were completed 
was the real challenge facing 
future councils. 

“Ours will always be a bed¬ 
room community,” he said, 
“with the shorter work week 
and an increased emphasis 
on recreation, it will be the 
job of councils to plan for 
adequate recreation facili¬ 
ties.” 

These things would be pos¬ 
sible if council over the next 
two years did its homework, 
he said. 

Couvelier said he was de¬ 
lighted with the performance 
of his council. “The knives 
visible last year have been 
sheathed," he assured the 
audience. 


Saanich urges delay 
on Helmcken hospital 


Saanich council will appeal 
to the provincial cabinet next 
week for a two-month delay 
in starting construction of the 
Helmcken Road hospital. 

Council’s finance commit¬ 
tee agreed this week to rec¬ 
ommend this action after 
hearing a lengthy presents 
tion by Victoria Medical So¬ 
ciety president Dr. Douglas 
Critchley. 

He appealed for council 
support in making an ap¬ 
proach to cabinet when it 
meets in Saanich because 
Saanich residents would be 
those most affected by con¬ 
struction of a hospital at 
Helmcken Road. 

With only one dissenting 
vote, aldermen endorsed 
Critchley’s proposal that the 
Victoria General Hospital be 
upgraded and expanded as a 
major high-level acute care 
hospital, using the former St. 
Ann’s Academy property, 
and a third hospital, when 
needed, be built in the Col- 
wood-Metehosin area. 

Aid. John Mika, sponsor of 
the motion, said the down¬ 
town site would be more con-

venient for most Saanich res¬ 
idents. 

“Aside from money there’s 
a moral aspect to this issue." 
Mika said. “The sisters have 
confirmed they sold the site 
to the government at a sacri¬ 
fice price for a hospital site. 
We should stand up and tell 
the government we don’t 
want the moral aspect violat¬ 
ed." 

Mayor Mel Couvelier, who 
cast the dissenting vote, said 
he resented “our valuable 
time being taken up by one of 
the most highly-organized 
lobby groups in the city. 

“We have provided a plat¬ 
form for this group, some¬ 
thing I resent. We are here to 
do the public business, not lis¬ 
ten to a lobby group." 


Couvelier said the Capital 
Region had two committees 
studying the hospital issue 
and “it’s not our role to take a 
stand on this.” 

As a former hospital board 
member, Couvelier said he 
had to confess he was not up . 
to date on all the points raised 
by Critchley “but we're being 
asked to inject our feelings on 
a matter out of our purview. 
It’s not our role to take a 
position on this,” he said. 

Aid. Ian Cass said he be¬ 
lieved the health minister 
“sat in splendid isolation and 
let all the debate go by him." 

Critchley said figures 
based on school districts did 
not give a clear picture of 
hospital requirements.

More than two-thirds of 
B.C.’s 150 private schools 
have applied for government 
financial assistance, Joe Phil- 
lipson, inspector of indepen¬ 
dent schools, said Wednes¬ 
day. 

Fhillipson said in an inter¬ 
view that most of the 104 
schools seeking support under 
the new Independent Schools 
Support Act will get grants. 

To receive funding under 
the program, schools must 
meet certain requirements, 
including the standards set in 
the provincial core curricu¬ 
lum guide.

know how much money will be 
set aside for independent 
schools in the new provincial 
budget, due to be introduced 
in April. About 18,000 students 
are attending the schools 
seeking funds, he said. 

Education Minister Fat 
McGeer has said private 
schools won’t receive the 
equivalent of the $ 1 ,600 a year 
that it costs to educate a stu¬ 
dent in the public school sys¬ 
tem. 

The Independent Schools 
Association has stated it will 
be disappointed if it receives 
less than half that amount.

Municipalities to await litigation outcome 

Clover Point: Top secret

When it comes to Clover Point, 
mum’s the word. 

So Victorians are unlikely to 
hear when they can expect to re¬ 
gain use of the Clover Point park 
*land until it actually is returned to 
them. 

In fact, silence is so important 
that special counsel Mary Southin 
took time out on a Sunday to write 
to the Capital Region Board en¬ 
joining members to silence, and 
telling directors that they 
shouldn't even discuss outfall 
problems with their fellow council 
members. 

The letter arrived at the board on 
the heels of a secret public works 
committee meeting at which mem 
bers were told pointedly that they 
should keep quiet. 

Then, in a letter dated Jan. 22, 
Southin reiterated her stand that it 


“would not b<* in the public inter¬ 
est” to discuss openly any matters 
relating to Clover Point. 

There is a real possibility that 
there will be litigation arising from 
the Clover Point project to which 
the Capital Regional District will 
be a party," she said in her letter. 


"The district is a separate, cor¬ 
porate entity from the municipal¬ 
ities represented on it. The district 
has a right in law to keep privi¬ 
leged, i.e. secret, communications 
to and from its professional ad 
visers (both legal and technical) in 
the circumstances of this matter. 
In my opinion were it not to do 
so It might compromise its position 
should litigation ensue. 

“I do not think it is possible to 
separate at present the legal prob < 
lems from the construction prob¬ 
lems. 

“Therefore 1 reitereate that I 


must advise you that the proper 
resolution of this matter, in the 
best interests of the municipalities 
represented and. therefore, the cit¬ 
izens who must fool the bill, re¬ 
quires silence on the part of the 
board and its members.” 

Among the matters that board 
members are not permitted to 
mention are a study of the outfall 
design by Seattle-based engineers 
CH2M Hill Inc., and a continuing 
current study off Clover Point by 
Dobrocky Seatech Ltd.

Namath calls it quits 


PHOENIX, Art*. (AP) - 
Joe Namath, whose frolick¬ 
ing lifestyle was a standard 
for some and whose quarter 
backing talent was a stan¬ 
dard for others, has retired 
from professional football. 

Namath, 34, confirmed his 
retirement from the National 
Football League at an airport 
mob scene of reporters and 
broadcasters Wednesday,

following a disappointing 
farewell season with Los An¬ 
geles Rams. 

“This is official,” said Na¬ 
math. “I told Dave Anderson 
(New York Time?* columnist) 
last night. Football’s been 
great to me, but it’s time to 
move on.’’ 

Pressed for further com¬ 
ment, Namath appeared exa¬ 
sperated and said: “Why 
can’t we just leave it like 
that? I’m finished. I quit.’’ 

Namath flew here for a ce¬ 
lebrity golf tournament. 

As he was rushing through 
the terminal, Namath was 
asked when he would com¬ 
ment at length about his de¬ 
parture from football. “Some 
other time, some other 
place,” he said. 

After being waived last 
May by New York Jets, his 
team for 12 years, Namath 
wallowed on the Ram bench 
for an inglorious final season. 

It was too much for this 
Fiercely proud man, who built 
a reputation by his swagger¬ 
ing confidence off the field 
and his swaggering cockiness 
on it. A quarterback whose 
reputation outlived his in¬ 
jury-depleted talents, Na¬ 
math will be remembered for 
two crowning achievements 
in pro football. 

In 1965. Jet owner Sonny 
Werblin, looking to hitch his 
new American Football 
League franchise to a celebri¬ 
ty star, gave the slow-talking 
quarterback from the Uni¬ 
versity of Alabama a $425,000 
bonus to sign with the New 


York team. The signing gave 
instant recognition and in¬ 
stant credibility to the strug¬ 
gling league. 

Then in 1969, Namath took 
a 17-point underdog Jet team 
to Miami to meet the estab¬ 
lishment team, Baltimore 
Colts of the NFL. He guaran¬ 
teed victory and produced it, 
leading the Jets to a 16-7 
upset in the third Super Bowl. 

“I’m solid financially,” he 
said. “I want to keep busy 
because I always like to be 
busy, but I’m not in a hurry. 

Namath said he didn’t 
think he’d return to football 
as a coach, but didn't rule out 
possible ownership—if the 
league ever expanded to Bir¬ 
mingham, Ala. 

“That would be different,” 
he said. *T might like that. 
But that’s a long way down 
the road. I’m not thinking 
about that now.” 

In his 12 seasons with the 
Jets, there were many mo¬ 
ments of greatness —like the 
day in 1972 when he hooked 
up with the legendary Johnny 
Unitas in one of the greatest 
quarterback duels of all time. 
When the dust finally settled 
the two passing giants had 
combined for an NFL record 
of 872 yards and Namath had 
thrown for six touchdowns. 

In 1967, he threw for 4.007 
yards, a record that still 
stands. 


But numerous injuries to 
his knees—he went under the 
knife four times for his gimpy 
legs—weak teams and the 
advancing years dimmed his 
brilliance for most of the 
1970s. 

Even so, Broadway Joe 
was still the same charismat¬ 
ic figure off the field, shock¬ 
ing the stodgy football estab¬ 
lishment by wearing a goatee 
and then shaving it off for 
$10,000, ushering around a 
bevy of beautiful women and 
enjoying to the hilt being Joe 
Namath. 

Madison Ave. jumped on 
the bandwagon, signing him 
to contracts to endorse co¬ 
lognes, shave creams, panty 
hose, sheets and numerous 
appliances. 

He once had a celebrated 
run-in with NFL commission¬ 
er Pete Rozelle, who asked 
Namath to divests his inter¬ 
ests in Bachelor’s III, a mid¬ 
town night spot said to attract 
gamblers. In a fit of princi¬ 
ple, Namath refused and an¬ 
nounced he was quitting the 
game he began playing as a 
little tyke in the coal town of 
Beaver Falls, Pa. 

Rozelle, however, called 
his bluff, and Namath backed 
down. Namath may have big¬ 
ger than the struggling AFL, 
but Rozelle was telling him 
that nobody is bigger than the 
solid NFL. 


VANCOUVER (CP) — Im 
port receiver John Sciarra 
will become a free *gent 
March 1 if British Columbia 
Lions don’t pick up the option 
year of his Canadian Football 
league contract. 

Sciarra said this week in a 
telephone interview from 
Glendale, Calif., that he has 
not heard from general-man¬ 
ager Bob Ackles of the Lions 
since the end of the 1977 sea¬ 
son. 

“I’m just waiting to see 
what 4 the Lions do with my 
rights,” said Sciarra. the 
CFL’s top rookie in 1976. 
“Until they execute my op¬ 
tion or place me on waivers. 
I’m still their property.” 

Sciarra played in only one 
league and two playoff games 
in 1977. He*was injured early 
in the season and when 
healthy could not beat out 
. Leon Bright at wide receiver. 
Bright went on to succeed 
Sciarra as the league’s best 
rookie. 

• “We don’t have to do any¬ 
thing until March 1,” said 
Ackles, “but I don’t think 
we’ll be picking up his option. 

“I also think it would be 
highly unlikely he will be 
picked up on waivers.” 

Sciarra’s contract ap¬ 
parently contains a clause 
that he be put on waivers if 
the Lions fail to honor the 
option year of the agreement. 

Hfe signed a two-year deal 
in 1976 after a brilliant career 
at UCLA which included 
quartering the Bruins to a 
fi)76 Rose Bowl win over Ohio 
State. 

Sciarra was taken in the 
fourth round of the 1976 Na¬ 
tional Football League draft 
by Chicago Bears, but signed 
with the Lions when he was

told he would have a chance 
to play quarterback. The 
Bears drafted him as a de¬ 
fensive back. 

The Lions switched Sciarra 
to wlngback early in the 1976 
season and he was a depend¬ 
able receiver the rest of the 
season. He also was used on 


kick return units. 

"I think I was misled about 
what position I would be 
playing," Sciarra said. “I 
told them wide receiver 
would be Just fine ... just get 
me out there. 

“I still believe, though, I 
can play quarterback; I al¬ 


ways will— given a fair 
chance.” 

Jerry Tagge and Gary 
Kelthley were the B.C. quar¬ 
terbacks in 1977 when the 
Lions finished second in the 
Western Football Conference 
with a 10-6 record, their high¬ 
est finish in 13 years.

However, 
kickers may get fewer , 
chances for field goals be¬ 
cause the receiving team, 
arter a field goal that missed 
but went for a single from 
outside the 33-yard line would 
be allowed to scrimmage 
from the 35-yard line or the 
point of the last scrimmage. 

In recent years, scrim¬ 
mage was at the 35 after each 
single point. 

The rules committee, 
meeting here in conjunction 
with the coach-of-the-year 
dinner tonight, recommend 
ed an important penalty 
against offenses committed 
by the defensive team on con- 
vert attempts. The new pro¬ 
posal says the kicking team 
could elect to accept a penal 
ty even If the convert kick 
were successful because any 
penalty would leave the ball 
on the 2)4 yard line within 
easier reach of a two-point 
convert run or pass. 

The automatic two-point 
penalty against the defending 
team for pass Interference on 
a convert attempt would be 
eliminated. The new penalty 
would provide another 
chance from the one-yard 
line. 

The rule committee agreed 
to call for penalties aimed at 
quick movements by quarter 


backs attempting to draw an 
opponent offside. The intent 
will be to prevent quarter¬ 
backs attempting to draw the 
opposition offside by moving 
quickly toward the centre 
without accepting the ball 
promptly. 

Other recommended 
changes: 

—on simultaneous position 
of a loose ball by rival play¬ 
ers, the ball will go to the 
team that last had possession 
instead of the team that last 
touched It; 

—no coach shall be permit¬ 
ted on the playing field at any 
time, Including a time out for 


player Injury or other reason 
except with permission of the 
referee; 

—on a foul committed after 
a ball has been kicked but 
before the receiving team has 
taken possession, penalties 
against the kicking team 
shall be applied at the point of 
last scrimmage and against 
the receiving team at the 
point possession was gained. 
However, If possession were 
gained In the end zone, the 
penalty would be applied 
from the receiving team's 10- 
year line; 

—restrictions on blocking 
below the Waist which pre¬ 


viously applied only on punt 
returns now will apply on 
kickoff returns as well but not 
on returns of interceptions or 
fumbles; 

—no team shall be pena¬ 
lized for an offside pass 
which occurs In the course of 
recovering a fumble. 

—Fouls committed Ht the 
last three minutes of each 
half with a view to stopping 
the clock will no longer serve 
that purpose. If the non-of 
fending side accepts the pen 
ally, time will not start again 
until the ball Is snapped. If it 
refuses, time will start with 
the referee’s whistle.

Judge’s widow gets $125,000 in suit 
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VANCOUVER (CP) - The 
British Columbia Supreme 
Court has approved a Sltt.OOO 
settlement againskjfiiree 
Kamloops doctors In a suit 
launched by the widow of 
provincial court Judge 
Maurice Duhaime. 

Dianne Lynne Duhaime al¬ 
leged negligence causing In 
jury and the subsequent 
death of Duhaime in a suit 
against anesthetist Dr. Nor¬ 
man Thorton, surgeon Dr 
Gordon Davies, and Dr. Alex 
ander McDougal. who assist 
ed Davies. 


Duhaime died at the age of 
311 in June, 1974, as the result 
of complications that fol¬ 
lowed an appendectomy four 
months earlier. He suffered a 
cardiac arrest resulting in 
massive brain damage dur¬ 
ing a second operation a few 
days after the appendectomy 
was performed, and re¬ 
mained in a coma until his 
death.

The crown's evidence con¬ 
cluded with testimony from 
an independent chartered ac¬ 
countant who was given docu 
ments obtained in RCMP 
raids to assess the affairs of 
the Seaboard group of com¬ 
panies In which accused Wil¬ 
liam Eastgate. 43, is a princi¬ 
pal. 

Accountant William Tren 
holme also was given docu¬ 
ments relating to W. A. E. 
Holdings Ltd., a private com 
pany belonging to Eastgate 
and to Mt. Newton Holdings 
Ltd., a private company in 
which it is alleged that co-ac¬ 
cused Richard Higgins, 42, 
was the principal. He also 
was president of the Unity 
Bank. 

In April 1974, Trenholme 
said. Seaboard Enterprises 
Ltd., which was buying and 
developing Doney Road real 
estate, had a 3300,000 credit 
from Unity Rank, including 
$176,000 for the purchase of 
land whose total cost for 10.03 
acres was $180,000 

W. A. E. Holdings ad 
vanced funds In 1974 and 1975 
totalling $114,500 and the rec¬ 
ords showed Unity as the 
source. Trenholme testified. 

By the time the subdivi¬ 
sion was completed a profit of 
$443,168 was made on the sale 
of properties to Seaboard 
Construction Ltd., shared be 


tween Seaboard Enterprises 
($221,584), W. A. E. Holdings 
($110,792) and Mt. Newton 
Holdings ($110,792), the ac¬ 
countant said. 

He said he saw a copy of a 
handwritten memo agreeing 
to the 50-50 division of profits 
from Doney between W. A. K. 
and Mt. Newton. But he said 
he could find no record of the 
reason for this, a situation he 
had never encountered In 
these circumstances. 

In joint ventures. Tren¬ 
holme said, it was customary 
to show some consideration 
for services underlying the 
division of proceeds. 

He also said he was sur¬ 
prised to find an erasure on 
the document referring to the 
statement of beneficial 
shareholders in Mt. Newton 
Holdings, which a previous 
witness.said appeared to de¬ 
lete Higgins’ name. 

Another accountant. Wil¬ 
liam John Elllqtt, who is 
named as a conspirator In the 
first count of the Indictment 
against Eastgate and Hig 
gins, said earlier he had 
made changes in certain doc¬ 
uments after a meeting with 
Eastgate and Higgins. The 
RCMP by then had raided 
Seaboard offices lo seize a 
quantity of documents. 

The police later obtained 
documents from the offices of 
Elliott, who acted as accoun¬ 
tant for several of the com¬ 
panies named. 

He said he had received a 
call from police telling him 
lhat although he was named 
in the indictment he would 
not be charged in view of his 
co-operation. 

Elliott’s testimony conflict¬ 
ed with a statement he gave 
police May 3 and 5 of last 
year, particularly on the 
point of whether Eastgate 
and Higgins had instructed 
him to make changes In docu¬ 


ments as the statement de¬ 
clared. 

He said in evidence the po¬ 
lice gave him a copy of his 
statement May II and went 
over it with him and allowed 
him to correct some minor 
points. 

Under cross-examination 
by I’eler Freeman, Elliott 
said lhat period toward the 
end of April had been particu¬ 
larly busy as It was the end of 
the personal Income tax year 
and he had worked a number 
of 14-hour days. He was tired 
and also had been partying. 

When the RCMP appeared 
April 29 and removed docu¬ 
ments from his office they 
had no search warrant, but 
he received one later dated 
May 1, Elliott said. 


Trenholme said he had not 
been instructed to look into 
the tax planning strategy of 
the Seaboard group, but he 
observed by going over the 
documents that it did not fol¬ 
low the customary route of 
planning first and income 
second. 

He said he concluded there 
was a working relationship 
between W A. E. Holdings 
and Ml. Newton Holdings, 
and that when Mt. Newton 
got Its cash the money was 
loaned back to those com 
panies of the group that need¬ 
ed it. 

Trenholme said he found 
that no funds had gone to 
Higgins except for $413 which 
had been cited previously as 
a travel expense.

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A Wilkinson Road jail 
guard told Victoria county 
court Wednesday that he was 
threatened with death sever 
al times when seized by a 
prisoner and held blindfolded 
for ransom last Sept. 18. 

Security officer Lome 
McNeil was testifying before 
a jury in the trial of Roger 
Lindal, accused of unlawful 
confinement. The case is ex 
pected to conclude today be 
fore Judge Arthur McClellan 

McNeil told of being seized 
near the gymnasium weight 
room after a brief discussion 
with the accused who had 
asked him for a light. He said 
he was dragged toward a 
washroom and told: 

‘Don’t resist or I’ll kill 
you ’ ” 

“He dragged me into the 
washroom and placed me 
down between the sinks and 
blindfolded me and told me 
what the situation was.” 

McNeil said Lindal told 
him two prisoners who were 
being held in solitary confine¬ 


ment were held in a “cruel 
and inhumane place,” and 
that the federal courts had 
ruled out such places of con¬ 
finement. 

Lindql said the two needed 
medical attention and that he 
would be held until they re¬ 
ceived it and were released 
into the general jail popula 
lion. 

During this time other peo 
pie whose voices he heard 
were coming and going, try¬ 
ing to persuade Lindal to in¬ 
clude drugs in the ransom 
demands, but that Lindal told 
them he didn’t want anything 
to do with narcotics. 

“He told me he had a 
knife.” he added, meaning 
Lindal. 

Under cross examination 
by defence counsel Douglas 
Christie the guard said he 
recognized the voice of EM 
Krobel, who with another 
prisoner “wanted to kill me.” 

He said they argued with 
Lindal. who told them it 
would not be necessary. 


A man arrested Nov. 7 at a 
bus stop about a mile away 
from Wilkinson Road jail, 
from which he had escaped 
about 36 hours earlier, was 
sentenced Wednesday in pro 
vinciai court to have 30 days 
added to his existing term.

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Op position fights wase-freez+action 

Election tactics rev up 


OTTAWA (CP) — The op¬ 
position took another oppor 
tunity to condemn Liberal 
government economic poli¬ 
cies in this presumed election 
year Wednesday by voting 
against legislation paving the 
way to the end of the wage 
and price controls many have 
condemned from the start. 

The Liberal majority gave 
the legislation approval in 
principle with a vote of 103 to 
78 with the Conservatives, 
New Democrats and Social 
Creditors opposed. 

It was the second recorded 
vote in the three days MPs 
have been back from Christ¬ 
mas vacation to participate 
in a Commons session that is 
widely expected to end with a 
spring federal election. 

A Canadian Press Hurvey 
showed that the-MPs re 
turned to work convinced 


that economics, mainly un¬ 
employment, Is on most con¬ 
stituents’ minds. For the last 
three days the opposition has 
been pressing the point. 

The bill is a series of 
amendments to the Anti-In¬ 
flation Act which is due to 
expire at the end of the year. 
Under the amendments con¬ 
trols will start coming off 
April 14. 

The legislation now goes 
before a Commons commit¬ 
tee for detailed study. 

Sinclair Stevens, Progres¬ 
sive Conservative finance 
critic, said in an interview his 
party opposes the amend¬ 
ments because “we do not 
want to be identified with the 
governments anti-jnflation 
program, which has been a 
complete failure.” 

During debate, opposition 
MPs sought to remind Cana¬ 


dians that the Liberals had 
campaigned against price 
and wage controls In 1974 but 
introduced them a year later. 

Any promises about eco¬ 
nomic improvement made In 
an election campaign this 
year should not be believed, 
the MPs said. 

By opposing the Conserva¬ 
tives’ call for short-term con¬ 
trols in 1974, the Liberals had 
won support from labor and 
business and ultimately the 
election. 

Frank Oberle (PC—Prince 
George-Peace River) said 
the Liberals will expecj to 
have the support of business 
and labor again when they 
enter the next election cam¬ 
paign. with controls in the 
process of being phased out.

Priest ‘fell victim’ 
to collectors of art 


QUEBEC (CP) — Rev. Jo- 
sepfr-Henri Gariepy told a 
hushed courtroom Wednes¬ 
day that he was responsible 
for the disappearance of 21 
valuable religious objects 
from the Ange-Gardien par 
ish, where he served from 
1962 to 1973. 

The priest, in his 60s. had 
refused to collaborate during 
the morning session. 

“I had decided not to speak 
because I didn't want to harm 
anyone,’’ he later explained. 
“1 am responsible for every¬ 
thing.” / 

Gariepy was testifying at 
the third day of Superior 
Court hearings into the disap¬ 
pearance of $73,000 worth of 
religious treasures. Parish 
officials, who are attempting 
to establish ownership of the 
ilcms according to church 
law, allege the objects are 


currently in the hands of fed¬ 
eral and provincial museums 
and some private art collec¬ 
tors. 

Gariepy told Mr. Justice 
Paul-Etienne Bernier that he 
“let them go’’ to antique 
dealers and friends of the 
parish. 

However, he said, he made 
no profit from the transac¬ 
tions. “I was in great need," 
he added. “These people 
came to see me and I fell 
under their influence.” 

On Tuesday, a former sex¬ 
ton at the parish testified that 
Gariepy had been visited by a 
number of art collectors. 

“The priest often called on 
me to open the vault and he 
would enter in the company 
of the visitors,” Arthur Huot 
said. 

“1, being a discreet man, 


always kept my distance and 
do not know what was said.” 

Huot also said that the 
missing treasures were still 
on parish property when- 
Gariepy became priest there 
in 1962. A substantial part of 
his testimony was corro¬ 
borated by Vicar Antoine 
Germaine, who also had 
served underGariepy.

"Canadians won’t be fooled 
in an election campaign 
speech this time.'*

Business failing 
to use tax breaks 


OTTAWA (CP) — Finance 
Minister Jean Chretien said 
Wednesday he was disap¬ 
pointed and found it incredi¬ 
ble that business had not 
acted faster to take advan¬ 
tage of $2 billion in tax breaks 
offered in last year’s budget. 

Chretien told a conference 
on research and development 
attended by many business¬ 
men that the private sector 
would have to act. or pres 
sure on the government to 
again intervene in the econ 
omy would increase. 

He also advised the confer 


ence that the bulk of re 
search and development 
funds should come from the 
private sector. 

Earlier, conference dele¬ 
gates had heard a variety of 
speakers calling for more re¬ 
search and development In 
Canada. But one speaker. 
Ron Lang, research director 
for the Canadian Labor 
Congress, challenged the 
prevailing view, saying re¬ 
search was not the cure-all 
for the economy’s ills. 

Canada, which spent a rela 
lively low share of its output 
on research, was facing the 


same problems of inflation, 
unemployment and low 
growth as were confronting 
other Western industrialized 
countries, Lang said. 

These economic troubles 
would not be resolved by 
more research spending by 
the private sector and gov 
emmenls. 

Senator Maurice Lamon 
tagne, chairman of the Sen 
ate special committee on sci¬ 
ence policy, said more re¬ 
search had to be done to 
develop products, especially 
by private firms.

Judge says sex game

NEW YORK (AP) — A 
judge who ruled that sex for a 
fee was “recreational” and 
not a crime was criticized 
Wednesday after she dis¬ 
missed prostitution charged^ 
against a 14-year-old girl 
The city said it would appeal 
the case. 

Rev. Bruce Ritter, who 
runs a Times Square youth 
shelter for runaways, called 
the decision •'immoral, out 
rageous and unbelievable.” 

He called for the judge’s re 
moval from the bench 

Mayor Edward Koch de 
dined to endorse the call for 
removal but said, "The state 
cannot look aside when a 
minor — in this case a 14- 
year-old girl — decides she is 
going to sell her body.” 

The city government’s cor¬ 
pora l ion counsel, Alan 
Schwartz, said. “We are ap¬ 
pealing the judge's decision. 
We feel that we have a re¬ 
sponsibility to look to the in¬ 
terest of the children who are 
the parties in family court.” 

It was a decision by Mar 
garet Taylor, acting family 
court judge, that created the 
uproar. In a lengthy opinion, 
she held that the adult prosti¬ 
tution laws were unconstitu 
tional. 

As a consequence, she dis¬ 
missed a prostitution charge 
against the unidentified 14- 


year-old on the ground that 
her act would not be a crime 
if committed by an adult, and 
therefore under state law was 
not an act of Juvenile deli- 
quency. 

He said that in the nine 
months his Covenant House 
Nhelter had been open on 
Eighth Avenue, “we’ve had 


over 3.000 kids walk into it." 

Charges against the 14 
year-old were brought by a 
customer who said she soli¬ 
cited him and engaged in an 
act of sodomy for $10 in a 
Times 
March.

A temporary fence may be 
erected along the portion of 
Bowker Creek which runs 
through Browning Park as a 
result of parents’ expressing 
fears about their children's 
safety. 

Before this Is done, how¬ 
ever, aldermen want to see 
a survey of residents living 
within a quarter-mile radius 
of the municipality's newest 
park, two blocks from the 
Hillside Mall. 

The survey, proposed by 
Aid. David Paterson, will be 
recommended to council by 
the parks and recreation 
committee. 

Aldermen were told recent¬ 
ly that parents would not 
allow young children to play 


in the park because of fear 
for their safety. 

The creek, because of 
heavy rains, was about three 
feet deep and the waters 
could best be described as 
turbulent. Aid. Fred Sever¬ 
son said following a recent 
visit to the area. 

The request for fencing was 
being renewed because some 
children had fallen in and 
been injured, he told the 
committee this week. 

Recreation director Wil¬ 
liam Young suggested tem¬ 
porary fencing be erected 
each winter and removed in 
the spring. 

“It's a parent problem.” 
said Paterson. “Parents 


should assume responsibility 
for educating their children 
to the dangers of playing 
near water hazards.” 

It was obvious, he said, 
there was a difference of 
opinion among residents 
about the problem and con¬ 
ducting a survey was the best 
way to determine “what 
these people want,.” 

A letter read to the com 
mittee from Mrs. J.A 
Stewart, 1617 McRae, said 
that with proper parental su¬ 
pervision and training there 
would be no need for fencing 
the creek. 

"It would appear the creek 
is not the problem at all but 
rather the parents." she said.

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Union, region unite 
in offering bursary 


Evidence of an “excellent 
relationship” between man¬ 
agement and union was re¬ 
ceived by the Capital Re¬ 
gion Board Wednesday in the 
form of a request for board 
sharing in a bursary.

The most wearable items

More expecting 
Quebec pullout 


TORONTO (CP) — A Gal 
Ittp poll taken in early De 
cember indicates that more 
Canadians think Quebec will 
separate within the next five 
years than did in a similar 
survey In 1973. 

The poll, taken in the first 
week of December by the Ca 
nadian Institute of Public 
Opinion, shows that 26 per 
cent think a split is likely, a 
10 -per-ccnt increase over 
findings in the 1973 survey. 
Ten per cent were undecided, 
compared wilh It percent in 
1973 

The survey also found that 
Kt per cent consider separa 


lion unlikely compared with 
70 per cent in the 1973 survey. 

The latest findings show 
that Quebec residents ap¬ 
parently hold views similar 
to the rest of the country on 
the Issue. 

In December, 65 per cent of 
Quebecers felt separation 

was unlikely while 25 per cent 
believed it probable, com 
pared with 63 and 25 per cent 
respectively in 197.3. * 

In the rest of Canada. 64 
per cent felt separation was 
unlikely and 26 percent be 
lieved it likely, compared 
with 73 and 12 per cent re¬ 
spectively in 1973.

DOUALA, Cameroon (AP) 
— Tens of thousands of per¬ 
sons are reported to have 
been executed or to have 
vanished without a trace in 
Equatorial Guinea since the 
country gained independence 
from Spain more than nine 
years ago. Almost half the 
population has fled and those 
remaining live in an atmo- 
>phere of terror. 

Diplomats and refugees 
paint a grim picture of life in 
the isolated land, situated at 
the bend in Africa’s west 
coast just north of the Equa 
tor. They say dissent is pun 
ished by death, and the most 
frequent method of execution 
is by soldiers beating victims 
to death 

The country of approxi¬ 
mately 17,000 square-kilo 
metres has been ruled since 
the end of the Spanish coloni 
al administration in October. 
1968, by a former civil ser 
vant. Macias Nguena Biyogo, 
who shuns the limelight and 
apparently lives in dread of 
assassination. 

Most reporters — especial¬ 
ly Western correspondents — 
are barred from the country, 
so first-hand confirmation of 
conditions there is almost im 
possible. But refugees, diplo¬ 
mats. foreign businessmen 
and technicians tell of harsh 
oppression. 

They say Macias, a mem 
her of the majority Fang 
tribe, is backed by a ruthless 
militia, dpawn from his own 
tribal district and by hun¬ 
dreds of Cubans. Russians 
and Chinese. He has imposed 
an ostensibly Marxist regime 
and expelled ail U.S. diplo¬ 
mats. 

An estimated 145.000 refu¬ 
gees — almost half the coun¬ 
try x previous population — 

have fled to neighboring 
( ameroon and Gabon, or to 
Nigeria or Spain There are 
no exact figures available on 
ilie number of people killed, 
hut trustworthy sources 
agree they must be counted 
m the tens of thousands 

The sources say an atmo¬ 


sphere of terror pervades the 
island of Fernando Poo, once 
a relaxed settlement of fish¬ 
ermen and vacationers, and 
the mainland enclave of Rio 
Muni — the two parts of 
Equatorial Guinea. They say 
the economy is shattered and 
cocoa exports, the country’s 
mainstay, have fallen to 6.000 
tons a year from 40.000 tons 
at independence 

The World Council of 
Churches, Amnesty Interna 
tional and the London-based 
Anti-Slavery Society have 
condemned the reported sys¬ 
tematic killings, torture and 
forced labor, and called the 
Macias regime “among the 
most brutal and unpredict¬ 
able in the world.” 

A Cameroonian diplomat 
who recently ended a two- 
year assignment in Malabo 
said Macias seemed intent on 
wiping out all local political 
leaders, high government of¬ 
ficials, professional men, 
businessmen and intellec¬ 
tuals who did not belong to his 
immediate tribal group 

Practically all those who 
might have directed an oppo¬ 
sition group were dead or Tn 
exile, he said, w hile the mass 
of the largely illiterate popu 
lation accepted the regime in 
“hopeless resignation.”

Mulder will be responsible 
for administration and devel¬ 
opment. Education, the issue 
which has set off riots and 
school boycotts in South Afri¬ 
ca's black townships, goes to 
William Cruywagen, former¬ 
ly Botha's deputy. 

He retains his other job, 
Information minister. 

The shuffle takes effect 
next Monday, when parlia¬ 
ment resumes in full session 
with the governing National 
party holding an unprece¬ 
dented 134 seats In the 165- 
seat House of Assembly. 

James Kruger, probably 


the most controversial mem¬ 
ber of the Vorster adminis¬ 
tration, retains his post as 
justice, police and prison 
minister.

ment to make black home¬ 
lands—being created as 
part of the policy of apartheid 
or separate development — 
more attractive to blacks 
living in South Africa. 

Informed sources said he 
would pursue the promised 
abolition of petty apartheid, 
the system of social discrimi¬ 
nation against blacks, still 
very much part of South Afri¬ 
can life. 

But he is also expected to 
lead a drive to consolidate 
apartheid and to justify the 
policy to the outside world. 

His political rise came 
quickly, as he skipped the 
usual step of deputy minister 
to become information and 
interior minister two years 
ago..

Radio Mogadishu, moni¬ 
tored in London, said com¬ 
bined Ethiopian, Soviet and 
Cuban forces launched major 
attacks on Sunday but were 
“utterly defeated” by Somali 
forces. 

Somali officials said the 
Cubans were captured in 
fighting near the Ethiopian 
city of Harar in the moun¬ 
tains which fringe the north 
of the semi-desert Ogaden re-* 
gion. Several other Cubans 
were reported killed. 

But Ethiopia’s acting infor 
mation minister, Baalu 
Girma, reached from Nairobi 
by telephone, repeated his 
government’s denial that any 
Cuban military personnel 
were in Ethiopia. 

“We have no Cubans fight 
ing on our side.” He said 
Cuban doctors were helping 
the Ethiopian medical ser¬ 
vices. and some might have 
been in Harar. 

The latest official Somali 
estimate is that there are be¬ 
tween 7,000 and 8,000 Soviet 
and between 6.000 and 7.000 
Cuban military advisers in 
Ethiopia. 

U.S. intelligence sources, 
which base their estimates on 
satellite pictures, say there 
are at least 3,000 advisers 
from the two countries in 
Ethiopia. 

The report of the capture 
came two days after Somalia 
reported a new outbreak of 
fighting in the Harar region, 
which it said was sparked by 
an Ethiopian counter-offen¬ 
sive. 

Somali forces said they re¬ 
pulsed the attack and took the 
towns of Babile and Fiyam-

WASHINGTON (Reuter) —

Testing gap baffles EPA 


ANN ARBOR, Mich. (AP) 
— Once cars get into buyers’ 
hands and on the road, their 


fuel economy falls between 
seven and 16 per cent below 
the federal mileage esti¬ 


mates posted on dealer show¬ 
room models, federal en¬ 
vironmental officials report¬ 
ed this week. 

The higher the posted mile¬ 
age, the bigger the drop, with 
1977 subcompacts testing 19 
per cent — about seven miles 
per gallon — below the fig 
ures recorded on prototype*' 
cars and listed on showroom 
models. 

The technical study at the 
Ann Arbor laboratory of the 
U.S. Environmental Protec¬ 
tion Agenc y was described as 
significant and disturbing by 
EPA officials. 

“This opens sort of a Pan¬ 
dora’s Box,” said Eric Stork, 
deputy assistant EPA admin¬ 
istrator, as he disclosed the 
report at a meeting with rep 
resentatives of U.S. and for¬ 
eign automakers. 

Stork said it was the EPA’s 
first comprehensive com¬ 
parison of the agency's fuel 
economy ratings with the 
mileage actually recorded by 
assembly line automobiles. 

The EPA has announced it 
Is reviewing its fuel economy 
testing program in light of 
protests from motorists who 
gel poorer mileage than does 


the EPA in its laboratory 
tests. 

Lab director John Dekanv 
blamed the discrepancies on 
unspecified mechanical dif¬ 
ferences between the pre-pro 
duction prototype cars used 
for the EPA's mileage rat 
ings and the models that 
rolled off assembly lines and 
were bought by the public. 

The EPA wilj ask car 
makers to help figure out the 
features in test cars thal 
skew mileage figures and will 
try to find the “loopholes” in 
its program that permitted 
the discrepancies, he said. 

To make the comparisons, 
the EPA borrowed privately 
owned 1975. J976 and 1977 
cars at random and ran them 
through the same simulated 
driving tests it conducts on 
prototypes. In some cases, 
engines were adjusted to the 
manufacturers’ original 
specifications. 

The results were similar 
for ail domestic and foreign 
manufacturers, except that 
Japanese subeompacts 
showed the biggest drop from 
test car mileage to produc¬ 
tion car mileage. The EPA 
noted, however, that the Jap 
anese cars still offered the 
best over all mileage.

Garden Notes 


The breeding and development of 
new rose varieties is big business these 
days, requiring considerable capital 
and a plant comparable to that of a 
modern factory. 

The Meilland establishment in the 
south of France, for instance, maintains 
several square miles of greenhouse 
space and produces upward of 50,000 
rose seedlings every year, all from 
carefully planned crosses. 

From this vast number, perhaps a 
dozen are selected for further study and 
development — the rest all go to the 
incinerator. 

Such production line methods are 
necessary if the firm is to Introduce one 
or two superb new roses every year, for 
haphazard methods are too uncertain. 

All of our new roses, however, don't 
come from planned parenthood. Some 
of them come along by accident, so to 
speak, and' these arc called “sports." 
And a sport is just asJikely to turn up in 
your garden or mine as in the elaborate 
establishments of Monsieur Meilland or 
Herr Wilhelm Kordes or that broth of an 
Irishman, Sam McGredy, who has 
transferred his rose-breeding operation 
from Belfast to New Zealand because of 
“the trouble.” 

When your rose bushes start grow¬ 
ing next spring, it is quite possible that 
one plant will push out one shoot which 
is noticeably different from the parent 
bush.

When the flower appears, it may be 
an entirely different color or combina¬ 
tion of colors from the roses on the rest 
of the bush. 

This is a sport, and if growth buds 
are taken from this unconforming shoot 
and budded to suitable roots, a new rose 
is bom. 

No one knows just what causes 
sporting in plants, nor how to induce it 
or control it — It just happens. 

One rather curious feature is that a 
rose variety has been known to sport 
simultaneously in two gardens many 
miles apart, where weather, soil and 
growing conditions were quite different. 

Some varieties seem to be more 
prone to sporting than others, probably 
due to some instability in the genes. The 
H.T. rose Ophelia, for instance, has 
given birth to at least 30 new varieties, 
all sports. 

Among Ophelia's sported children 
are Golden Ophelia, John Mensing, 
Rapture and Madame Butterfly. Ma¬ 
dame Butterfly. In turn, has herself 
sported, producing Ivy May and that 
particularly lovely rose. Lady Sylvia. 

Our old friend Talisman, too. has 
quite a record for sporting since it was 
introduced in 1929, and has already 
given us 24 new roses, including Mary 
Hart and Mrs. F. D. Roosevelt. 

If I wanted to go after rose sports in 
a big way, 1 think I would concentrate 


on varieties of which Ophelia was one of 
the parents, for a touch of Ophelia blood 
in a rose's ancestry seems to induce a 
tendency to sport. 

A good example is Columbia, with 
Ophelia and Mrs. G. Sawyer as its par 
ents. Columbia has yielded eight sports, 
including Briercliff. 

Briercliff. in turn, sported Better 
Times, and the latter went hog wild and 
sported ten new roses in a period of four 

years! 

Some of the better" known sports 
popular in local gardens are Mrs. Sam 
McGredy, Lady Forteviot, Autumn. 
Mme. Edouard Herriot, Golden Dawn 
and President Hoover. None of these 
had a father: none was grown from seed 
— all were accidents of nature. 

McGredy’s Sunset is a sport, and is 
rather in the same position as the “old 
lady who lived in a shoe." for she has 
produced a considerable number of dis¬ 
tinctive children in all parts of the 
world. 

The rose is not the only plant to 
produce sports, of course — it is hap¬ 
pening all the time throughout nature. A 
good example is the nectarine, which 
was bom when an ordinary peach tree 
put out One branch which bore fruit 
without any fuzz! Every nectarine tree 
in the world is descended from the wood 
in that one branch.

I believe 
we all thought we would have 
a ball w-ith peanuts and the 
screwy family. After three 
weeks we used up every pea¬ 
nut joke in the book." 

“I thought Billy Carter 
would last the full four years. 
Then he sold out and was 
overexposed in three months. 
I can't draw Billy Carter any 
more without getting sick." 

"Try writing about him. 
and see how it gets you," I 
said. 

"If only Bert Lance had not 
resigned,” someone said 
wistfully. 

“That was a tough break." 
a humor columnist agreed. 
"He could have been this ad¬ 
ministration's Bebo Rebozo." 

“I think Carter's big mis¬ 
take from our point of view," 
another club member said, 
"was appointing so many fa¬ 
celess people in his cabinet. 
For example, Vance is no 
Kissinger." 

"Kissinger is no Kissinger, 
any more," someone else 
added. 

"The worst thing about 


drawing Carter people is that 
you have to put their names 
on them, and then readers 
still don’t know who they 
are," another cartoonist said. 

"I think where Carter has 
really failed us is that he's 
offered solutions for prob¬ 
lems that cannot be solved. 
Then when they aren’t solved 
he goes on television and 
admits they were much 
harder to solve then he 
thought they would be," a 
columnist said. 

“What's your point?” 
someone asked. 

"Well, it nobody under¬ 
stood the solution in the first 
place, how can you make fun 
of his failure in the second?" 

“Right, that's why I hate to 
do energy cartoons," some¬ 
one said. 

“Or welfare reform." 

"You know what I think?" 
a cartoonist said. "Carter’s 
an enigma. The people 
haven't made up their minds 
about him so they don’t know 
whether he's funny or not." 

"Isn't being an enigma an 
.impeachable offence?" 
someone asked. 


"It would be if you could 
pin it down. Let's face it. 
Carter says he likes the job, 
so that means we have to live 
with him for at least three 
more years.” 

"The country is dealing 
with a Born Again’ presi¬ 
dent," said a stand-up come 
dian. “And it isn’t any easier 
for him than it is torus.” 

"I believe there’s hope,” I 
said, trying to cheer up 
everyone’s spirits. “Don't 
forget Nixon didn’t give us 
much funny material the first 
year he was in office, either 
We've got to give Carter a 
chance. No president, includ 
ing Gerry Ford, ever let down 
political cartoonists or hu 
morists before.” 

“He’s right," someone 
said. "One year is too short. 
If Carter would just take one 
more trip around the world I 
think we d all be home free." 

“Yes, but what do we do 
until then?" 

"How about Iiam Jordan” 
He's sorta getting to be 
funny," a club member said. 

"Yeh, but only when he 
goes to dinner.”

• Considerably more than half of 
what we call "international conflict" is 
psychological in origin, and not politi¬ 
cal; this is why they cannot be settled by 
pacts or treaties, but only by retraining 
the emotions. 

• There is as much truth as cyni¬ 
cism in Lord Northcliffe’s definition of 
“journalism” as “a profession whose 
business it is to explain to others w hat it 


personally does not understand." 

• Statistics show that most two-car 
collisions are caused by failure to yield 
the right of way: and calling such en¬ 
counters ''accidents" is as much a mis¬ 
nomer as calling a barroom brawl an 
"accident.” 

• Simple-minded moralists are 
fond of pointing out that while we are 
constantly adding to the thousands of 
laws, we were handed down merely 10 
Commandments —ignoring the obvious 
fact that it is precisely the perennial 
violations of these commandments that 
account for the multiplicity of laws. 

• The worst reason in asking for a 
raise is that you "need” it: the best 
reason is that you arc needed. 

• People whose fashionable lug¬ 
gage is covered with the monogram of 
the maker are implicitly confessing that 
somebody else's name is more impor¬ 
tant to them than their own. 


To make his point, Ihe 
teacher took a watertumbler 
and placed it in front of the 
class. He poured enough 
water into it to reach the 
middle of the glass. And then 
he began his experiment. 
Each student was asked to 
describe on a slip of paper 
what he saw. 

When the papers wero«col- 
lecled and read they revest'd 
a truth the teacher was anx¬ 
ious to explain. About half the 
class described the glass as 
half-full. The others said the 
glass was half-empty. 

Given the same set of facts, 
and the same opportunities, 
people will nevertheless dif¬ 
fer. More than that: They will 
see life and its possibilities 
principally in terms of their 
own inner spirit. That is why 


even children of the same 
parents will often run entire¬ 
ly different gamuts of feeling 
and expression. 

Some will tell us that we 
are what we eat. Perhaps. 
What is sometimes more sig¬ 
nificant is the fact that we are 
what we see. And It is the 
sight that comes from within 
us that makes us see. In a 
word, our “insight.” 

The difference between pe¬ 
rennial optimists and pessi¬ 
mists, as with those students, 
is the result of what each 
group chooses to see of the 
world in which they live. 

For some, life is but half¬ 
full. full of possibilities, full 
of unborn challenges to a 
more noble human adven¬ 
ture. For others, life is half- 
empty, devoid of meaning, a 


boring, humdrum round ol 
vicious circles. 

Consider Solomon. Tradi¬ 
tion has it that he wrote three 
books. When he was young 
and full of the zeal of living, 
he hadn't yet seen life. He 
only heard of it. And for him, 
it was a sweet, uncomplicat¬ 
ed melody. His first book. 
Song of Songs, has echoed 
down the ages as a call to all 
the young in heart. 

But years sharpened his ex¬ 
perience and gave him the so¬ 
phistication and sobriety that 
come with increased under¬ 
standing. 

He wrote his Proverbs in 
the middle years, in the fuller 
vigor of his insight. He still 
saw life's sweetness and full¬ 
ness. But he also saw its sor¬ 


didness. He came to look at 
different things. 

While he still knew the 
meaning of love and pleasure 
and personal happiness, his 
eyes now caught the vision of 
the poor, the proud, the fools, 
and the fearful. He saw that 
there was more to life than 
himself. 

But then he grew old. All of 
us grow older. But beware of 
growing old. Solomon's third 
book reminds us of the dan¬ 
ger. In Ecclesiates he sees 
only that all is vanity. Now 
there is nothing new under 
the sun. Life is empty. 

If you want a good clue to 
his thinking, just count the 
frequency of. his use of the 
prounoun “1”. lie’s old be 
cause he just can't get him 
self off his mind.

OTTAWA (CP) — Immi¬ 
grants to Quebec would have 
complete freedom to move to 
other parts of Canada under a 
tentative agreement reached 
between the federal and Que¬ 
bec governments, giving the 
province greater say on who 
can move there. Immigration 
Minister Bud Cullen said 
Wednesday. 

Cullen was replying in 4 the 
Commons to Jake Epp. Pro¬ 
gressive Conservative immi 
gration spokesman, who said 
the agreement had far-reach¬ 
ing implications. He sought 
assurances that Quebec im¬ 
migrants would be free to 
leave the province. 

"Full mobility will be 
there.” Cullen said 

The new deal has been 
agreed to by Cullen and Que 
bee Immigration Minister 
Jacques Couture and ap¬ 
proved by the federal cabinet 
but still is subject to Quebec 
cabinet approval. 

If accepted it would mean 
that a foreigner moving*-to 
Quebec would have to meet 
Quebec and federal criteria 
on employment skills, lan¬ 
guage and reLUe.d require 
ments, Cullen said in an in 
terview. 

If an immigrant failed one 
set of criteria, a joint Que 
bec-Ottawa committee would 
decide whether he was ad- 
missable 

"The odds are that in the 
vast majority of cases, if a 
person wants to go to Quebec 
he will clear both lists of cri¬ 
teria."

New Democratic Lead¬ 
er Ed Broadbent said he 
wanted to see the right to 
trials in either official 
language, long enjoyed in 
Quebec, extended across 
the country. 


NO BIG CRISIS, 
SAYS EXPERT 


OTTAWA (CP) — Senator Eugene Forsey said 
Wednesday there might be a good deal of legal 
argument over Quebec Lt.-Gov. Hugues Lapointes' 
failure to sign the English version of the French 
Language Charter known as Bill 101. ~ 

“But I'd say it was a minor problem," Forster 
considered one of Canada's foremost constitutional 
experts, said in an interview. “I don’t see how it can be 
a major constitutional crisis. 

“The British North America Act doesn’t ac tually 
say that the bills have to be assented to in any 
language," Forsey said. “The acts must be published 
in both languages.”

Standby credit 
costs Ottawa 
$15,411 daily 


B.C.and the Nishga 

‘ Citizen-plus’ status rejected 
without jeopardizing claims

OTTAWA (CP) The fed 
eral government is paying 
the major private banks $15,- 
411 a day for the future right 
to borrow funds in case they 
are needed to support the 
value of the Canadian dollar 
on world currency ex¬ 
changes. 

If the government ever 
borrowed the maximum $1.5 
billion in U.S. funds available 
under the arrangement with 
the banks, the cost would 
jump to as much as $300,000 a 
day. Some details of the deal 
emerged Tuesday from inter¬ 
views with finance officials. 


The deal came under fire in 
the Commons Tuesday from 
Sinclair Stevens, Progressive 
Conservative finance critic 
and a former banker, who 
charged that even a country 
such as Libya is able to ar¬ 
range a comparable standby 
credit at virtually no cost. 

The cost of the standby 
credit is additional to interest 
payments of almost $15 mil¬ 
lion a day—wan estimated 
$5.4 billion in the fiscal year 
to March 31 — for regular 
borrowings. 

Federal officials say the 
private line of credit was ar¬ 
ranged to demonstrate to 
world markets that private 
financiers have confidence in 
the Canadian economy. 


The provincial government

‘Mad’ heiress loses millions 


- Kitty Milinaire 


LONDON (AP) — An Iranian heiress 
found out the hard way (hat she lacked the 
gambler’s touch. 

Fatemeh (Kitty) Milinaire told the Lon¬ 
don bankruptcy court Wednesday she lost 
more than $5.85 million in three years at 
London and European casinos. 

She said she would stake up to $21,400 at a 
time on blackjack, roulette, baccarat, “on 
anything.” 

“At one time?” asked the astonished as¬ 
sistant official receiver, Kenneth Whiting. 

“Always,” she replied. 

“You were spending money like a charac¬ 
ter out of the Arabian Nights,” Whiting 
said. 


Mrs. Milinaire, 39-ycar-old mother of two 
teenagers, said in admitting debts exceed¬ 
ing $1 million: "It was a disease. 1 was 
ill, in pain . . . mad. I drank too much, gam¬ 
bled too much and lost everything.” 

She said she hardly ever won, and the 
most was $21,500. 

The sums mentioned brought gasps in 
court. 

Mrs. Milinaire said she once was given 
$2.15 million by a boyfriend in Tehran, lost 
all of It at gaming tables in London, then lost 
the boyfriend. 

She declared her assets as two rings worth 
$96,550, but said they were claimed by 
other persons. 


She said she stepped gambling five 
months ago at the behest of her second 
husband Didler Milinaire, 37, elder son 
of tfcg Duchess of Bedford. 

They married one year ‘ago, four years 
after her divorce from her first husband — 
an Iranian named Sadeghzadeh whohi she 
married al 14 in an arranged ceremony. 

When she was 25 she inherited a family 
fortune of “at least” $6.53 million, the 
heiress said. 

"I’m not a businesswoman—I’ve never 
worked in my life,” she said. “But my 
husband is opening a restaurant and 1 hope 
to help there.”

Let’s sample the simple sauna

It's a natural high. 

It’s also a cure, a preventive medicine, the best way to 
get the body clean inside and outside. 

In North America, it’s associated sometimes with the 
seamier side of life, like massage parlors and steambaths, 
and sometimes with the healthier side, like swimming 
pools and the YW-YMCA. 

IN ITS NATIVE Finland, its use at least once a week, 
w hether for relief on the “home front ” or in the trenches of 
war, is deemed mandatory for a feeling of physical and 
mental well-being. 

If you haven't guessed by now. it's a sauna (pron¬ 
ounced sow-na, as in cow. by the natives). 

Such hot-air baths, which may be superheated occa¬ 
sionally with steam depending on the user’s preference, 
are becoming .increasingly common and widely-used on 
the North American continent, if not yet as ubiquitous as in 
their native Finland, where there are still more saunas than 
there are automobiles. 

In Canada, one finds them in motels, hotels, so-called 
health spas and at most swimming pools. The lack of 
one at Victoria's Crystal Pool has been cited as a reason for 
its constant drain on the public purse. Esquimau and Oak 
Bay do, a factor in their constant popularity. 


CERTAINLY, as any user can verify, they bring a feeling 
of well-being, even w hen used casually as Itiose at the 
public swimming pools are, without any of the proper 
heating and cooling rites. 

For a sauna purist, there’s nothing like quoting the title 
of the old Billie Holliday song: God Bless the Child 
Who’s Got His Own. His — or her — own these days can 
cost from zilch to upw ards of $2,000. dependipg on tastes and 
scrounging techniques. 

We ll get to the nitty-gritty part of that later. 

Suffice it to say that having experienced the unique mix¬ 
ture of hot-air bath and cold-water (or snow) plunge 
(temperatures are generally in the range of 170 to 220 
degrees fahrenheit or 80 to 100 degrees Celsius), most 
people becotne confirmed aficionados, if not the first 
time, after a very few tries. 

According to Sauna: The Finnish Bath, by H. J. Viher- 
juuri (Stephen Greene Press. Brattleboro. Vermont), the 
Finns have been into sauna for at least the last 2,000 
years. 

THE EARLY BATIIS sound somewhat primitive, being 
little more than barns, or perhaps even the primary house of 
theearly Finns, heated by a wood fire on w hich igneous stones 
were piled, with water being poured on the hot stones oc¬ 
casionally. 

Such a bath, bringing together what the ancients identi-

fied as the four elements — earth./water. air and fire — had a 
powerful religious effect on the early Finns, an effect which 
continues to this day. 

Children were born in the sauna and the old folk wsnt 
there to die in comfort, according to tradition, but it 
was also a handy place to dry fish, nets and vegetables and 
do other light chores. 

Modern technology has taken.over and the sauna stove, 
far from smoking out the room betore the bathers enter, is 
he&led by electricity, oil or gas, or. if wood-fired, vented to 
the outdoors. 

Unless you're using a public sauna (not recommended 
because of the necessity to wear bathing suits and possi¬ 
bly causing dermatitis), it's necessary to heat the sauna 
room for about half an hour before entering, longer if it's 
wood-fired because the rocks need time to ‘ripen’ after 
being heated. 

THE ROOM should have a ceiling less than seven feet 
high to conserve heat and, if a family sauna is being con¬ 
templated. be about seven feet square, provided with 
several wooden benches on which the bathers can sit 
or lie as they choose. 

From there on in, the options get fancier and fancier. 
Do you want a bathroom attached? What about a dress¬ 
ing room? Or a pool or tank to make the most of the cooling- 
off period? 

Let’s keep it simple, though. 

Most homeowners have space in their basement to 
build a sauna room, and the options are many. 

Because of its fragrance and water-resistant proper¬ 
ties, cedar is the most popular wood for the interior of 
the sauna, including the benches, which can be of one 
or two tiers and set up in either a U or L shape, de¬ 
pending on one’s taste and budget. 

THE STOVE and rocks should be accessible but not near 
the door to minimize the possibility of burns. 

A basement-type sauna like this will probably be located 
close to a downstairs bathroom or shower so bathers 
can wash before beginning their sauna and cool off every 
few minutes. 

If no bathroom is available, one can resort to the tradi¬ 
tional Finnish cooling-off method of pouring a bucket of 
cold water over oneself, in which case the sauna should 
be located near one of the basement drainage outlets. 

A setup like this could, as noted earlier in the article, 
cost one nothing more than the labor, provided the build¬ 
er was an adept scrounger. One authority on do-it-your¬ 
self saunas suggests the stove can be made out of an old 
hot water tank. As for rocks, almost any igneous stones 
will do. 

But. If you're not up to scrounging, a sauna stove 
will set you back between $155 and SJ25 for electric- 
powered ones, or $205 to $265 for a woodburning unit — 
which must, of course, be vented outdoors. If you use 
the sauna for, say, three one-hour sessions a week, it will 
add about $5 a month to your Hydro bill. 

THE ACTUAL sauna room should be lined inside with 
aluminum vapor barrier and insulated. Most men who are 
handy around the house can build one from scratch in, 
say, two weeks of spare-time working. 

There are faster and more expensive ways of erecting a 
sauna. Several firms listed in the Yellow Pages specialize 
in providing sauna room kits of varied sophistication. 

KosMar Industries, for example, offers basic kits for 
$595 for a five-foot by four-foot-six-inch sauna (complete 
with heater and controls, sauna bucket, ladle and ther¬ 
mometer, and a vapor-proof sauna light). A six by eight 
foot model costs $815. The buyer is required to supply 
his own framing studs and insulation. 

Higher up on the sophistication scale is the pre-built

home sauna room, made up of modular panels that, ac¬ 
cording to KosMar manager Mark Kostian, can be assem¬ 
bled by anyone who can read instructions within half an 
hour. 

THE PRICES of these units range from $1,265 for a four- 
foot-six-inch-square model to $1,895 for a six-foot-six-inch 
by eight-foot-six-inch model. Because the panels are mod¬ 
ular, almost any size can be constructed quite easily. 

Modular units have the distinct advantage in today's 
mobile society that they can be easily knocked down and 
toted along when the owner decides to get out of tow n. 

Many sauna enthusiasts insist, however, that their faci¬ 
lities be outdoors, preferably by a pond or running water. 
In a situation like that, the sky, the imagination and the 
budget are the only limits. 

MANY DOCTORS in North America have qualms about 
their patients using saunas, especially if they are unac¬ 
customed to the hot-air bath or if they have heart trouble 
or other serious illness. 

However, the average Finn lives a lot longer than the 
average Canadian, and provided one works up toler¬ 
ances gradually, there should be no problems, even for peo¬ 
ple with heart trouble, although one's doctor should be 
consulted first if there are medical problems. 

A final word: As well as cleansing and toning the body 
through perspiration and relaxation, the sauna relaxes 
thejnind and relieves tension. 

As an old Finnish saying has it: “In the sauna, anger 
cools and hatred burns away.”

Deputy threatens to call RCMP 


NANAIMO — Threats of calling in the RCMP were 
used twice at the Nanaimo Region Board Tuesday 
night, once by the board chairman to keep order and 
once by another director who demanded a police 
investigation into events at the Jan. 10 board meeting. 

Deputy board chairman Gertrude Hail, who was sit¬ 
ting in the chair in the absence of Paul Smith, told the 
board that she had been upset by events of the Jan. 10 
meeting, when Smith had difficulty keeping order. 

Hall warned board members that she would use the 
gavel only twice to try and maintain order and then 
she would ask the administrative assistant to call the 
RCMP. 

Director from Lantzville, Norm Hobsqfc saidNhat 
he, too, was upset by the Jan. 10 meeting, lilt that the 
reason for his concern was that he believe\i a f/liow 
director had read letters into the reccord thaiSrcre of 
questionable nature. 

Hobson said that the letters should be investigated 
for possible forgery. He suggested that at least one of 
the letters could contain libel or slander. 

The three letters were concerned with an applica¬ 
tion lor removal from the agricultural land reserve 
and subdivision by Howard Fowler of Coombs 

On one" occasion, Hobson had been gavelled out 
repeatedly by Smith at the Jan. 10 meeting. 

The incidents at the Tuesday night meeting were a 
continuation of the skirmishes which have developed 
on the board on the entire matter of planning in the 
Coombs-Hillicrs-Errington area, represented by Jo¬ 
seph Pullen. 

In Other developments on the Coombs-Hilliers-Er- 
rington front Tuesday night, the board heard a letter 
from an Errington resident protesting that Pullen is 
misrepresenting her and directors saw Hobson tear 
up his copy of the letter and fling the pieces 
across the board room. 

Pullen has released a letter that he has written to 
the inspector of municipalities, appealing against the 
actions of the board Jan. 10. 

He protested the decision of the chair not to allow 
either Fowler or Busty Koerin to speak on the ALR 
application, after Hobson voted against the motion to 
let the two men speak. , 

Pullen also protested the reading of the three 


letters, which he alleged Gabriola Island director 
Joyce Lockwood received from Joerin in the hall 
outside the board room, after it was decided Joerin 
could not speak. 

The letters, which were apparently from three 
farmers in the area, claimed that the land Fowler 
wanted removed from the ALR was farmable. 

The board had voted Jan. 10 to pass Fowler's 
application on to the B.C. Land Commission, asking 
that an on-site inspection be made of the property to 
determine soil capability. 

Pullen had said the board should approve Fowler's 
application because Fow ler was nearly bankrupt and 
the removal from the ALR would allow him to 
subdivide the land. 

A letter from Browni Koerin of Errington was re¬ 


ceived Tuesday night by the board, protesting Pul¬ 
len’s actions. 

“I did not vote for him, bit I have to acbept him as 
*my’ representative, therefore I do not wish him to, 
misrepresent me,” the letter read. 

The woman also said that quashing of Bylaw 296, 
which provided zoning for the area, as a disastrous 
setback for orderly development in the area, and that 
it was done on a “technicality from the legal 
rag-bah.” 

Pullen had applied to have the bylaw quashed last 
rail. 

Browni Joerin said that the wiping out of planning 
in the area will benefit only a few, and that the rest of 
the citizens would pay through increased costs in 
services. 


Pullen she said, “is going down the road at 80 miles 
an hour — to what? We are all on the same car. I only 
want to get him back to a safe, sane speed limit.” 

Hobson said that he found the letter “deplorable," 
and he tore it up, scattering the pieces around the 
room. 

Other directors protested, saying that the board had 
always been willing to listen to anyone’s point of view 
in a letter. 

Later during the meeting, Hobson introduced a 
resolution asking that the board seek legal advice on 
the events of Jan. 10, and that the RCMP be asked to 
investigate the source of the letters, to determine if 
they were forgeries and under what conditions they 
were written. 

The motion was tabled, to be considered at the Feb. 
U meeting.

Comox-Strathcona Region¬ 
al District has prepared a 
brief for submission by board 
chairman Norm Lysne in 
which the review committee 
is asked to give consideration 
to the follow ing: 

• A greater decentraliza¬ 
tion of local government from 
Victoria, so as to more close¬ 
ly meet the original concept 
of local matters being done 


more expeditiously and 
directly with the local people. 

• Designation of area-wide 
style functions such as eco¬ 
nomic development to receive 
similar umbrella-type status 
as that held for the planning 
function. 

• Transfer of improve¬ 
ment district functions, 
diret tly or by way of “special 
service areas,” to regional 
districts. 

• Subdivisions approval 
for electoral areas to be made 
a regional district responsi¬ 
bility, preceded, of course, by 
adoption of a regional plan. 

• A change in procedures 
which would see the term of 
chairman extended to a .mini¬ 
mum of two years. 

• Thb inadequacies of the 
weighted vote. 

The brief goes on to trace 
the inception of Comox- 
Strathcona Regional District, 
the first in the province, it 
was formed in two steps, the 


first embracing the three 
murifcipalilTes anff tKreeeTei 
toral areas of School District 
No. 71, basically the Comox 
Valley. 

The Regional District of 
Comox Valley, the brief goes 
on. was formed by a favor¬ 
able vote of the electors, fol¬ 
lowed by the issuance of let- 
ters-patent dated Aug. 19, 
1965. The second step oc¬ 
curred in late 1967 when the 
province issued supplemen¬ 
tary letters-patent, which ex¬ 
tended the boundaries to in¬ 
clude the whole of school dis¬ 
tricts No. 72 and 84. 

This extension,.coincided 
with the formation of region¬ 
al districts across the pro¬ 
vince and was accompanied 
by a new designation. “Re¬ 
gional District of Comox- 
Strathcona.” 

Quoting from a 1968 bro¬ 
chure published by the de¬ 
partment of municipal af¬ 
fairs, the brief stated that the 


government’s concept of re¬ 
gional districts was **a device 
for combining functions. It is 
not a political amalgamation. 
It is functional amalgama¬ 
tion in which a board is es¬ 
tablished to undertake ser¬ 
vices and administer them 
jointly.” 

From its inception, the brief 
states, “we feel that this re¬ 
gional board has recognized 
and followedd the concept as 
originally envisaged by the 
province.” 

The brief then goes on to 
criticize the government for 
contributing to a feeling of 
regional district deficiency by 
“not truly supporting this 
concept. 

“An instance might be the 
refusal to allow implementa¬ 
tion of dog and animal control 
in certain areas desiring the 
service; the province requir¬ 
ing an area-wide non-muni¬ 
cipal undertaking.” 

"A second instance,” the 


brief continues, “is the re¬ 
gional district obligation to 
develop land-use controls 
which are not accompanied 
by the prime component of 
subdivision approval." 

The brief points to the fact 
that a number of functional 
responsibilities have come to 
the regional district because 
they require funding ando- 
perating losses. “We accept 
our role in this regard, but at 
the same time also recognize 
that any* organization that by 
its verj/nature must deal 
with a preponderance of net 
cost items, however badly 
needed and desired, cannot 
hope for a high score in the 
popularity poll.” 

On the subject of populari¬ 
ty, the brief states that this 
was at its lowest in 1976. “Re¬ 
cognizing this, a no-holds- 
barred discussion on the mat¬ 
ter took place at the Tahsis 
meeting last summer.” It re¬ 
sulted in four conclusions: 


• That delays in process¬ 
ing applications requiring 
bylaw authority, blamed by 
the public on the board, were 
mainly the fault of provincial 
agencies. 

• That the board's power, 
which some pople resent, 
comes to the board only be¬ 
cause the public asks it to 
assume more and more func ; 
lions and the public does not 
realize this but believes the 
power is generated by the 
board itself. 

• That the public has been 
led to believe, by promoters 
and others, that the first 
rough draft of the regional 
plan (required by statute) 
was the finished product with 
everything signed, sealed and 
about to be delivered.

Municipal party denied entry

A police sergeant and a 
building inspector were 
barred from entering an Es¬ 
quimau duplex on Tuesday by 
the building’s owner, who said 
he was exercising his rights 
under Canadian law. 

In a heated exchange out on 
the street, Gordon Osborne of 
1231 Effingham told muni¬ 
cipal inspector Bill Edgington 
and Esquimau Sgt. Douglas 
Sproxton that federal law 
gives Canadians the right to 
privacy, and that the Crimi¬ 
nal Code permits citizens to 
defend their homes against 
forcible entry, by any means 
necessary. 

Osborne said the municipal 
ity was on a ’ personal ven 
detta” and was -harrasslng 
him and his tenants. 

The house the two men were 
barred from was at 1221 -1225 
Effingham* next door to Os¬ 
borne’s house, and was built 


by Osborne about five years 
ago. 

Osborne rents the house out 
as a duplex, and he has feuded 
with the municipality in and 
out of court over the installs 
tion of interconnecting doors 
and whether the house is a 
duplex or not. 

But the real controversy on 
Tuesday appeared to be 
whether anyone has the right 
to enter your house at any 
time and without your per¬ 
mission, or even without the 
authorization of a search war 
rant. 

And once inside, how per 
sonal can their questions be¬ 
come. 

The controversy stems 
from an Esquimau bylaw that 
says a building inspector and 
“his assistant” are author¬ 
ized to enter anyone’s house 
or apartment “at any reason¬ 
able time” to determine if 
municipal regulations “are 
obeyed.” 

The text of the bylaw adds:

Kdgington and Sproxton at 
first denied to Osborne that 
they had been inside the house 
four days before, on Jan. 20.

NO BIG CRISIS, 
SAYS EXPERT 

OTTAWA (CP) — Senator Eugene Forsey said 
Wednesday there might be a good deal of legal 
argument over Quebec Lt.-Gov. Hugues Lapointes’ 
failure to sign the English version of the French 
Language Charter know n as Bill 101. 

"But I’d say it was a minor problem,” Forsey. 
considered one of Canada’s foremost constitutional 
experts, said in an interview. "1 don't see how it can be 
a major constitutional crisis. 

"The British North America Act doesn't actually 
say that the bills have to be assented to in any 
language,” Forsey said "The acts must be published 
in both languages.” 

Forsey (L—Ontario) said Lapointe signed the 
French version because the law officers told him it 
was authentic, legal and binding. 

He suggested they later came along with an unoffi¬ 
cial English version and Lapointe refused to sign it 
because he had been told* the earlier signing made the 
bill binding. 

Forsey said he doubted the federal government 
would take Quebec to court over the matter blit a 
private citizen might challenge the validity of the bill 
in the Quebec Court of Appeals and the Supreme 
Court of Canada, if necessary.

B.C. and the Nishga 

‘ Citizen-plus’ status rejected 
without jeopardizing claims

OTTAWA (CP) — The fed¬ 
eral government is paying 
the major private banks $15,- 
411a day for the future right 
to borrow funds in case they 
are needed to support the 
value of the Canadian dollar 
on world currency ex¬ 
changes. 

If the government ever 
borrowed the maximum $1.5 
billion in U.S. funds available 
under the arrangement with 
the banks, the cost would 
jump to ai much as $300,000 a 
day. Some details of the deal 
emerged Tuesday from inter¬ 
views with finance officials. 

So far, the government has 
not actually borrowed any¬ 
thing on the line of credit 
arranged three months ago 
with the chartered banks. 

But simply maintaining the 
right to borrow under the 
seven-year agreement is 
costing the federal treasury 
$5,625,000 a year. 


The deal came under fire in 
the Commons Tuesday from 
Sinclair Stevens, Progressive 
Conservative finance critic 
and a former banker, who 
charged that even a country 
such as Libya is able to ar¬ 
range a comparable standby 
credit at virtually no cost. 

The cost of the standby 
credit is additional to interest 
payments of almost $15 mil¬ 
lion a day — an estimated 
$5.4 billion in the fiscal year 
to March 31 — for regular 
borrowings. 

Federal officials say the 
private line of credit was ar¬ 
ranged to demonstrate to 
world markets that private 
financiers have confidence in 
the Canadian economy. 

Invoking the right to draw 
on the IMF or other govern¬ 
ments is regarded as a sign of 
economic weakness, the offi¬ 
cials say. 


The provincial government 
Wednesday told the Nishga 
Indian Tribal Council that its 
demand for special status was 
unacceptable. 

Known as the ‘‘citizen- 
plus’’ concept, the Nishga 
proposals, reduced to simple 
terms, would see 5,000 square 
miles of aboriginal Nishga 
land in the Nass Valley in 
northwest B.C. returned to 
the tribe, income tax paid 
over the years returned to 
individual members of the 
tribe and special status in the 
future, falling short of so¬

‘Mad’ heiress loses millions

LONDON (AP) — An Iranian heiress 
found out the hard way that she lacked the 
gambler’s touch. 

Fatemeh (Kitty) Milinaire told the Lon¬ 
don bankruptcy court Wednesday she lost 
more than $5.85 million in three years at 
London and European casinos. 

She said she would stake up to $21,400 at a 
time on blackjack, roulette, baccarat, "on 
anything.” 

“At one time?” asked the astonished as¬ 
sistant official receiver, Kenneth Whiting. 

"Always,” she replied. 

“You were spending money like a charac¬ 
ter out of the Arabian Nights," Whiting 
said. 


Mrs. Milinaire, 39-vear-old mother of two 
teenagers, said in admitting debts exceedr 
ing $1 million: "It was a disease. I was 
ill. in pain . . mad. I drank too much, gam¬ 
bled too much and lost everything.” 

She said she hardly ever won, and the 
most was $21,500. 

The sums mentioned brought gasps in 
court. 

Mrs. Milinaire said she once was given 
$2.15 million by a boyfriend in Tehran, lost 
all of it at gaming tables in London, then lost 
the boyfriend. 

She declared her assets as two rings worth 
$96^150, but said they were claimed by 
ffer persons. 


She said she stopped gambling five 
months ago at the behest of her second 
husband Didier Milinaire, 37; elder son 
of the Duchess of Bedford. 

They married one year ago. four years 
after her divorce from her first husband — 
an Iranian named Sadeghzadeh whom she 
married at 14 in an arranged ceremony. 

When she was 25 she inherited a family 
fortune of "at least” $6.53 million, the 
heiress said. 

“I’m not a businesswoman—I've never 
worked in my life,” she said. "But my 
husband is opening a restaurant and I hope 
to help there.”' 


providing extraordinary ben¬ 
efits to the Nishga people at 
the expense of others in B.C.” 

Williams said his govern¬ 
ment was against special sta¬ 
tus for any group in B.C. 
"whether Indian or non-In¬ 
dian. We must accept the fact 
that any understanding 
reached with the Nishga will 
have the eventual application 
to other Indian bands. No 
band would be satisfied to 
accept less. 

"The concept of ‘citizens 
plus’ as expressed by the 
Nishga Tribal Council is un¬ 
acceptable to the province. 
Implicit in it is a philosophy 
which we believe to be foreign 
to the whole Nishga culture 
and certainly foreign to the 
principles upon which Cana¬ 
dian society as a whole is 
founded.” 

Williams stressed that re¬ 
jection of the "citizens-plus” 
concept should not be con¬ 
strued as a rejection of Nish¬ 
ga claims. 

"The government of B.C. 
acknowledges that the Indian 
people have legitimate aspi¬ 
rations for which allowance 
has not been adequately 
made,” he said. "Govern¬ 
ment should participate in the 
achievement of those aims. 
Where the concerns of the 
Nishga lie within areas of pro¬ 
vincial responsibility, the 
province is prepared to par 
ticipate in their resolution.” 

On the aboriginal land 
claim itself. Williams said the 
province still held the position 
that resolution was a federal 
matter beyond its jurisdic¬ 
tion. 

"British Columbia wishes 
to reiterate at this time that 
the provincial government 
does not recognize the exis¬ 
tence of an unextinguished 
aboriginal title tojands in the 
province, nor docs it recog¬ 
nize claims relating to aborig¬ 
inal title which give rise to 


other interest in lands based 
on traditional use and occu¬ 
pancy of land.

Carbon dioxide 
figures startle

A Pat Bay scientist's observations about 
carbon dioxide levels in the atmosphere and 
ocean have shattered existing theories on the 
subject and raised questions about the ef 
feet that energy policies will have on the 
earth’s climate. 

Dr. C.S. Wong, an ocean chemist at the 
Institute of Ocean Sciences in Pat Bay. 
has recorded carbon dioxide levels in the 
atmosphere and ocean since 1969 at a weath¬ 
erstrip station 1,100 kilometres west of the 
Strait of Juan de Fuca, the first time such 
■'‘tests have been done over a period of time. 

Me found that the rale at which carbon 
dioxide levels in the atmosphere were in¬ 
creasing dropped steeply between 1974 and 
1975, from an increase of about 2.2 parts per 
million to a decrease of about I p.p.m. The 
decrease was the first recorded since careful 
measurement of carbon dioxide levels began 
in 1960. 

C ARBON DIOXIDE IS a colorless, odor¬ 
less gas which exists naturally in the atmo¬ 
sphere in small amounts. A byproduct of 
various kinds of combustion where carbon 
and oxygen are both present, it is produced 
• by living creatures, fires involving wood or 
fossil fuels, and decaying organic matter. 

Plants use carbon dioxide in photosv nthe 
sis. and release oxygen; when they decay, 
carbon dioxide is released. 

One property of carbon dioxide is ol 
special interest to climatologists. It is trans¬ 
parent to light, but absorbs infra-red radia 
tion, or heat. As a result, sunlight passes 
through the carbon dioxide in the atmo¬ 
sphere. but when it hits the earth and is trans¬ 
formed into heat, it is absorbed by carbon 
dioxide in the air. warming the atmo¬ 
sphere in a process known as the “green¬ 
house effect." 

In nature, carbon dioxide levels remain in 
equilibrium. While forest fires and decay 
put the gas into the atmosphere, new plant 
growth takes it out. Carbon dioxide can be 
dissolved in water, but cold water holds more 
of the gas than hot. Thus, the tropical oceans 
tend to release carbon dioxide to the atmo¬ 
sphere, but temperate and polar oceans to 
lake it in, Wong said in an interview. 

THE MODERN AGE HAS significantly 
altered the natural carbon dioxide cycle. 
Among the factors that have led to increasing 
carbon dioxide levels are the burning of fossil 
fuels such as coal, oil and natural gas, the 
burning of forests and their replacement 
with agricultural land, and less major 
sources such as natural gas well “blowouts." 
and the burning of limestone in the produc¬ 
tion of cement. 

As a result, carbon dioxide levels steadily 
increased at the rate of about :7 parts per 
million during the 1950's. In the middle 1960s 
the rate of increase began to fluctuate 
somewhat erratically, however, reaching a 
high of 2.2 parts per million in 1974. Just 
as suddenly, the increase became a decrease 
in 1975, and dropped even lower in 1976. 
Figures for 1977 are not available yet, but 
they could show that the rate is again going 
up. Wong said. 

THE FLUCTUATION in carbon dioxide 
levels in the late 1960s and early 1970s 
coincides precisely with the level of bombing 
in Viet Nam, Wong noted. 

Carbon dioxide released by the bombs and 
decaying /organic matter in Viet Nam could 
possibly account for the increase. 

But that does not explain why the increase 
did not return to normal levels after the 
bombing stopped, Wong noted. 


His observations also showed that the 
northern Pacific gives off carbon dioxide 
during the summer months, contrary to 
conventional theories. 

What it adds up to, Wong said, is that “all 
the major established facts about carbon 
dioxide are In turmoil." 

And that is unfortunate, because the world 
is steadily pushing more and more of the 
gas into the atmosphere. Fossil fuels are 
being burned at an increasing rate, and huge 
areas of tropical forest are being burnt dow n 
to provide agricultural land. Those two 
sources are among the most important, and 
yet the rate at which they are occurring, let 
alone the effects they are having on the 
atmosphere, is not known. 

BECAUSE ACCURATE carbon dioxide 
measurements are relatively recent, it will 
be at least the year 2000 before the true 
picture can be seen. Until that time, the 
possibility of natural fluctuations makes 
predictions about the long-term increase in 
carbon dioxide levels difficult. 

But during that period, industrialization 
in Third World countries will also accelerate, 
and by 2025, they are expected to burn more 
fossil fuel than the industrial West. 

If research or experience were to show 
that carbon dioxide levels are reaching 
dangerously high levels, warming the earth 
enough to melt the polar ice caps for 
instance, it would be too late to turn back 
without causing massive economic disloca¬ 
tion in societies dependent on fossil fuels, 
Wong said. 

IT WOULD ALSO probably be too late to 
do much about the problem, he added. He 
estimates that if carbon dioxide levels in the 
atmosphere were to double, it would be 
several centuries before land plants and 
ocean plankton could absorb the excess. 

“We have to know more about this carbon 
dioxide cycle in general before we can 
make political deicisions about our energy 
sources,” Wong said. 

When the dangers of the greenhouse effect 
are taken into account, for instance, nu¬ 
clear energy may be the best energy source 
for the future. But if an understanding of the 
carbon dioxide cycle shows that the problem 
is not as severe as scientists think, or 
that there are methods for reducing it, 
continued fossil fuel consumption might be 
possible 

The main areas that research must con¬ 
centrate on at this point, Wong said, are 
"source and sink” relationships, and predic¬ 
tions of the future path of carbon dioxide 
increases. 

Wong singled out several areas .of re¬ 
search that show some promise In dealing 
With these subjects. Among them: 

• Feeding carbon dioxide generated by 
fossil fuel power plants into greenhouses to 
promote plant growth. 

• The effect that peat moss, formed at the 
rate of about five millimetres a year In some 
places, has on carbon dioxide absorption. 

• The possibility that carbon dioxide ab¬ 
sorbed by plant life in the ocean is precipitat¬ 
ed to the seabed when the organism dies. 

• The extent to which foliage cover of the 
earth is increasing in response to the higher 
carbon dioxide levels. 

The research will have to be interdisci¬ 
plinary, involving marine chemists, forest¬ 
ers, oceanographers, and space scientists 
working with satellites, Wong said. And it 
,will have to be done quickly, if the policy¬ 
makers of the future are to make intelligent 
decisions based on scientific evidence. 


Couvelier predicts mill rate cut 

Tax hope in Saanich

A reduction in the 1978 
Saanich mill rate which could 
offset an increased assess¬ 
ment facing most property 
owners was predicted 
Wednesday by Mayor Mel 
Couvelier. 

Municipal staff have been 
instructed to target their bud¬ 
gets at no more than the 
dollars they received last 
year plus six per cent for 
increased salaries. Couvelier 
told the annual meeting of the 
Broadmead Ratepayers’ As¬ 
sociation. 

"If we can hold the line on 
budget requests,” he said, 
"we can come in with a re¬ 
duction in the mill rate.” 

Couvelier estimated the 
municipality would receive 
$800,000 more from the pro¬ 


vincial government this year 
from revenue-sharing pro¬ 
grams and increased laxa 
tion on government-owned 
property. 

That would be the equiva¬ 
lent of three-and-a-half mills, 
he said. 

Changes in assessing pro¬ 
cedures would Increase the 
1978 roll to $229 million com¬ 
pared with $200 million last 
year. 

A newly-installed computer 
system would be of great as¬ 
sistance in implementing an 
improved budgeting process 
by next January, he said. 

Couvelier, in his first pub 
He speech since taking office 
early last month, reassured 
the group that they would 
have an open council pre 
pared to answer requests for 
assistance. 


“Contrary to what some 
people are saying, we are re¬ 
sponsive to your wishes.” 

Earlier this week Jack Fry, 
1083 Lodge, charged that 
Saanich’s "fee for informa¬ 
tion” plan would destroy the 
municipality’s open govern¬ 
ment policy. 

He said he had been blocked 
in his attempt to investigate 
the controversial Blenkinsop 
Creek project overrun. 

Couvelier told about 50 per¬ 
sons at the meeting that there 
was much to accomplish in 
the next two years "but our 
ability to pay is limited." 

Former councils, he said, 
had made a heavy invest¬ 
ment in green space to the 
detriment of “hardware” 
such as roads and sewers. 

There would have to be 
considerable sums spent on 


roads and storm sewers in 
the next few years, he 
warned. 

But what happened after 
these tasks were completed 
was the real challenge facing 
future councils. 

“Ours will always be a bed¬ 
room community,” he said, 
"with the shorter work week 
and an increased emphasis 
on recreation, it will be the 
job of councils to plan for 
adequate recreation facili¬ 
ties.” 

These things would be pos¬ 
sible if council over the next 
two years did its homework, 
he said. 

Couvelier said he was de¬ 
lighted with the performance 
of his council. "The knives 
visible last year have been 
sheathed,” he assured the 
audience.

Municipalities to await litigation outcome 

Clover Point: Top secret

When it comes to Clover Point, 
mum's the word. 

So Victorians are unlikely to 
hear when they can expect to re¬ 
gain use of the Clover Point park 
land until it actually is returned to 
them. 

In fact, silence is so important 
that special counsel Mary Southin 
took time out on a Sunday to write 
to the Capital Region Board en 
joining members to silence, and 
telling directors that they 
shouldn't even discuss outfall 
problems with their fellow council 
members. 

The letter arrived at the board on 
the heels of a secret public works 
committee meeting at which mem¬ 
bers were told pointedly that they 
should keep quiet. 

Then, in a letter dated Jan. 22. 
Southin reiterated her stand that it 


"would not be in the public inter¬ 
est” to discuss openly any matters 
relating to Clover Point. 

‘There is a real possibility that 
there will be litigation arising from 
the Clover Point project to which 
the Capital Regional District will 
be a party.” she said in her letter. 


“The district is a separate, cor 
porate entity from the municipal¬ 
ities represented on it. The district 
has a right in law to keep privi¬ 
leged, l.e. secret, communications 
to and from its professional ad¬ 
visers (both legal and technical) in 
the circumstances of this matter. 
In my opinion were it not to do 
so it might compromise its position 
should litigation ensue. 

"I do not think it is possible to 
separate at present the legal prob¬ 
lems from the construction prob¬ 
lems. 

"Therefore I reitereate that I 


must advise you that the proper 
resolution of this matter, in the 
best interests of the municipalities 
represented and, therefore, the cit¬ 
izens who must foot the bill, re¬ 
quires silence on the part of the 
board and its members." 

Among the matters that board 
members are not permitted to 
mention are a study of the outfall 
design by Seattle-based engineers 
CH2M Hill Inc., and a continuing 
current study off Clover Point by 
Dobrocky Seatech Ltd. 

Meanwhile the ill-starred outfall 
construction program is Inching 
out tow^ds the 1,000-foot mark, 
while all concerned refrain from 
mentioning that the full contract to 
the 6,900 foot mark was due for 
completion In mid-December. 

The Southin letter Is to be sent to 
council members of the three 
municipalities footing the bill — 
Victoria, Oak Bay and Saanich — 
for them to "digest.” After that, 


board chairman Jim Campbell 
said he is willing to make some 
“very general and unspecific” ex¬ 
planation of what is going on. 

Victoria Aid. Bob Wright said 
there are questions being raised 
which he felt could be answered 
without prejudice to possible legis¬ 
lation. 

“For instance, when are we 
going to'get our park back? Are 
costs escalating, or probably going 
to escalate? When will the project 
be completed? Will there be a 
different size or length to the out¬ 
fall? 

"Surely to God it is not going to 
prejudice litigation to tell us when 
we are going to get our park back,” 
he commented. 

He asked Campbell if he culd 
give some kind of figure on how 
much the region might get or lose 
through litigation, but Campbell 
said it would be very dangerous for 
him to get into sucb speculation.
